Sasser computer virus: A German
teenager who created the Sasser worm

that disrupted computers around the
world in May has been charged with

computer sabotage, prosecutors said
Wednesday.

Sven Jaschan, 18, was arrested after tell-
ing officials his original intention was to cre-
ate a virus, “Netsky A,” that would combat
the “Mydoom” and “Bagle” viruses, remov-
ing them from infected computers.

He developed several versions of the
Netsky virus and, after modifying it, created
Sasser, which raced around the world ex-
ploiting a flaw in Microsoft Corp.’s Win-
dows operating system.

Computer sabotage carries a maximum
sentence of five years in prison.

Britain remembers 9/11: A British chari-
ty appealed Wednesday for $1.8 million for
a memorial garden remembering the 67
Britons who died in terrorist attacks on the
World Trade Center on Sept. 11, 2001.

“I think it’s very poignant that we’re mak-
ing this appeal now, at a time when terror-
ism has come back in our faces with this ter-
rible tragedy in Beslan in Russia,” said
David Tredinnick, co-chair of the British
Memorial Garden Trust U.K. Ltd., referring
to the raid on a school last week that left
more than 320 people dead.

Tredinnick said the families of the British
victims supported the creation of the memo-
rial garden in Hanover Square in Manhat-
tan, just three blocks from the site of the
Sept. 11 attacks.

France head scarf ban: Some 100 to 120
girls have defied a new law banning Islamic
head scarves in classrooms and are in talks
with school officials trying to convince them
to remove the head coverings, Education
Minister Francois Fillon said Wednesday.

They were the first complete figures
made public since the start of the school
year last Thursday.

Korea nukes: North Korea on Wednesday
warned of a “nuclear arms race” in North-
east Asia following the recent revelation
that South Korean scientists enriched a tiny
amount of uranium four years ago, a news
report said.

North Korea’s envoy to the United Na-
tions, Han Sung Ryol, told South Korea’s na-
tional news agency Yonhap that the commu-
nist state found the United States “worth-
less” as a dialogue partner because it was
applying “double standards” to the two Ko-
reas.

Han’s comments were North Korea’s first
public reaction to the South Korean admis-
sion last week that its scientists produced a
small amount of enriched uranium in an ex-
periment in 2000.

South Korea admitted last Thursday that
its scientists produced 0.2 grams of en-
riched uranium during the 2000 experiment
at its main government-affiliated nuclear re-
search institute.

Anwar Ibrahim appeal: Legal efforts by
former deputy leader Anwar Ibrahim to
clear his criminal record and return to poli-
tics gained speed Wednesday as Malaysia’s
highest court said it would rule Sept. 15 on
an appeal to overturn his corruption convic-
tion.

The decision would cap a momentous two
weeks, which began with Anwar being
freed from six years in prison when the Fed-
eral Court overturned his conviction for sod-
omy. Anwar contends both convictions re-
sulted from a conspiracy by his former men-
tor, then-Prime Minister Mahathir Moham-
ad.

Anwar said Wednesday that prosecutors
had “no case.”

“I would appeal to [the judges] to respect

the law and facts of the case and not be influ-
enced by other forces,” Anwar told report-
ers at a news conference in Munich, Germa-
ny, where he was recovering from back sur-
gery.

Nazi restitution: The about 20,000 people
who were financially compensated for
being evicted from their Vienna, Austria,
apartments by the Nazis will receive addi-
tional restitution payments of $1,210, the
Parliament speaker said Wednesday.

The payments were possible because the
national fund set up to compensate Nazi vic-
tims had money left after paying $7,000 in
2000 to those who lost their apartments
after Austria became part of Nazi Germany
in 1938, Parliament Speaker Andreas Khol
said in a statement.

The fund, established by Parliament in
1995, pays financial compensation to Nazi
victims as a symbolic gesture to recognize
that Austria was active in the Nazi persecu-
tion.

Baltimore child murders: Two men
charged with the gruesome murders of
three children from Mexico pleaded inno-
cent Tuesday to beheading one of their
young relatives and nearly decapitating the
other two.

The judge scheduled a Dec. 13 jury trial
for Policarpio Espinoza Perez, 22, and Adan
Espinoza Canela, 17, on first-degree murder
charges. They face a maximum sentence of
life in prison if convicted.

The two are accused in the deaths of
Ricardo Solis Quezada Jr. and his sister,
Lucero Solis Quezada, both 9, and their
10-year-old male cousin, Alexis Espejo Qu-
ezada. They were found dead in their apart-
ment after returning from school in May.

Prosecutor Sharon Holback declined to
discuss a motive.

Convention protests: The City Council
plans to hold a hearing this month to exam-
ine the city’s handling of thousands of pro-
testers who were arrested and detained at a
former bus depot during the Republican Na-
tional Convention.

At a news conference at City Hall on Tues-
day, Councilwoman Margarita Lopez said
she believes the city’s treatment of protest-
ers “constitutes police brutality” and called
on the Civilian Complaint Review Board

and the city’s health department to investi-
gate conditions surrounding the arrests and
detentions.

More than 1,800 people were arrested dur-
ing the convention, most for disorderly con-
duct.

E-voting lawsuit: California Attorney Gen-
eral Bill Lockyer joined a lawsuit Tuesday
alleging that voting equipment company
Diebold Inc. sold the state shoddy hardware
and software, exposing elections to hackers
and software bugs.

California’s Alameda County also joined
the false claims case, originally filed by a
computer programmer and voting rights ad-
vocate. Faulty equipment in the March pri-
mary forced at least 6,000 of 316,000 voters
in the county east of San Francisco to use
backup paper ballots instead of the paper-
less voting terminals.

The lawsuit is the first e-voting case to
rely on an obscure legal provision for
whistleblowers who help the government
identify fraud.

Laci Peterson case: In a day of wide-rang-
ing testimony, prosecutors in Scott Peter-
son’s murder trial called two investigators
who said that they pursued a tip that Laci
Peterson was being held in a rural area
about 30 miles from her home.

Modesto police officer Eric Beffa testified
about an anonymous tip police received in
early January 2003, just weeks after the dis-
appearance, that Laci was being held cap-
tive near Tracy, a suburb west of Modesto,
Calif.

As the trial entered its 15th week, prosecu-
tors prepared to introduce evidence they
say places Laci Peterson on the boat police
allege Scott Peterson used to dispose of her
body.

Bill Clinton recovering: Breathing on his
own and sipping liquids, former President
Bill Clinton continued to make what doctors
called a satisfactory recovery after undergo-
ing a heart operation to bypass four severe-
ly clogged arteries.

Clinton was “resting comfortably” in in-
tensive care at New York Presbyterian Hos-
pital/Columbia Tuesday, “awake and alert
and talking with his family,” according to a
statement by his office. He was taken off his
respirator Monday night.

As of Tuesday, 1,003 mem-
bers of the U.S. military have
died since the beginning of mil-
itary operations in Iraq in
March 2003, according to an
Associated Press count based
on Defense Department
records and AP reporting
from Iraq. That count includes
1,000 servicemembers and
three military civilians.

The Defense Department’s
most recent published count,
as of Tuesday, shows 998 U.S.
servicemembers dead. Of
those, 752 died as a result of
hostile action and 246 died of
nonhostile causes. In addition,
the Defense Department lists
the deaths of three Defense De-
partment civilians, for a total
of 1,001.

The British military has re-
ported 64 deaths; Italy, 18;
Spain, 11; Poland, 10; Bulgar-
ia, six; Ukraine, six; Slovakia,
three; Thailand and the Nether-
lands, two each; and Denmark,
El Salvador, Estonia, Hungary
and Latvia have reported one
death each.

According to the military’s
numbers Tuesday, 860 U.S.
servicemembers have died
since May 1, 2003, when Presi-
dent Bush declared that major
combat operations in Iraq had
ended. Of those, 643 died as a
result of hostile action and 217
of nonhostile causes, accord-
ing to the military’s numbers
Tuesday.

The latest deaths reported
by the military:

� One soldier was killed in a
roadside bomb attack Wednes-
day near Balad.

� Seven Marines were
killed Monday in a car bomb at-
tack near Fallujah, Iraq.

� One soldier was killed
when his convoy was hit by a
roadside bomb near Baghdad
late Monday.

� One soldier died early
Tuesday from wounds sus-
tained from a roadside bomb-
ing against his convoy a day
earlier in Baghdad.

� One soldier died Monday
from wounds sustained during
an unspecified attack in Bagh-
dad.

� One soldier was killed in a
roadside bomb attack near Qa-
yarrah, just north of Baghdad.

� Two soldiers were killed
in a rocket-propelled grenade
strike during clashes in the
Baghdad slum of Sadr City
early Tuesday.

� One soldier was killed by
small arms fire Tuesday in
west Baghdad.

Rico; died Sunday in Khalid-
iya, when his tank ran over an
explosive; assigned to the 2nd
Battalion, 72nd Armor, Camp
Casey, Korea.

WASHINGTON — With the number of
American military deaths in Iraq surpassing
1,000, President Bush said Wednesday, “We
mourn every loss of life,” and declared that
the United States was making good progress
in the war against terrorism.

“We’re still at war,” Bush said during a
meeting with congressional leaders. “We’ve
got to do everything we can to protect the
homeland.”

Bush’s comments came on the same day
that Secretary of State Colin Powell, making
the rounds of the morning network news
shows, defended the U.S.-led war to topple
Iraq’s Saddam Hussein and urged patience as
the wartorn nation struggles with a transition
to democracy.

The vast majority of U.S. deaths in Iraq —
all but 138 — came after Bush’s May 1, 2003,
declaration of an end to major combat opera-
tions. .

Bush met with the bipartisanship leader-
ship of Congress to discuss legislation to
strengthen the nation’s intelligence services
in the aftermath of the terrorist attacks of
Sept. 11, 2001. Bush said the administration
would submit legislation and said he believes
that a proposed national intelligence director
should have full budgetary authority.

The meeting gave Bush an opportunity to ac-
centuate the two most prominent themes of
his campaign: Iraq and the war on terrorism.

Saying that it was important to improve in-
telligence capabilities, Bush said, “We’re still
on the offense here in this country. We’re chas-
ing down these killers overseas so we don’t
have to face them here at home.”

“We’re making good progress,” the presi-
dent said.

“Ultimately we will prevail because liberty
changes countries, liberty changes the habits
of people, liberty promotes peace. And that’s
why we appreciate the sacrifice of the men
and women who wear the uniform,” Bush
said. “They’re serving a great cause.

“We mourn every loss of life,” he said. “We
will honor their memories by completing the
mission.”

Bush refused to answer questions from re-
porters. He simply stared at a reporter who
asked if he agreed with Vice President Dick
Cheney’s assertion that if Democrat John
Kerry is elected, “the danger is that we’ll get
hit again” by terrorists.

Powell told ABC television’s “Good Morn-
ing America” earlier that people must “re-
member what the stakes are” in Iraq.

BAGHDAD — U.S. warplanes
hammered suspected militant
strongholds in Fallujah on
Wednesday after a suicide bomb-
ing there and a series of attacks in
Baghdad pushed the number of
U.S. military deaths in the Iraq
campaign past 1,000.

Sporadic explosions lit the sky
throughout the night and several
buildings were razed to the
ground. A thick plume of smoke
rose from the western city after
American jets struck a suspected
militant stronghold used to plan
attacks on American forces, the
military said.

Hospital officials said at least
six people were killed and 11
wounded since the strikes began
late Tuesday.

Residents huddled in their
homes as planes repeatedly
swooped over eastern and south-
ern neighborhoods of Fallujah, a
hotbed of Sunni insurgents, wit-
nesses said.

In eastern Baghdad, insurgents
detonated a roadside bomb early
Wednesday that killed one U.S.
solider and wounded two others,
the military said. The wounded
were evacuated to a combat hospi-
tal after the attack at 5:30 a.m.
local time.

Fighting with Sunni and Shiite
insurgents killed eight Americans
in the Baghdad area on Tuesday
and Wednesday, pushing the
American death count to 1,003.
That number includes 1,000 U.S.
troops and three civilians, two
working for the U.S. Army and
one for the Air Force. The tally
was compiled by The Associated
Press based on Pentagon records
and AP reporting from Iraq.

Democratic presidential candi-
date Sen. John Kerry said the
United States joined the friends
and relatives of those who died in
mourning their loss.

“Today marks a tragic mile-
stone in the war in Iraq. More
than one thousand of Americas
sons and daughters have made
the ultimate sacrifice. Our nation
honors their service and joins
with their families and loved ones
in mourning their loss,” Kerry
said.

The 1,003 figure includes
deaths from hostile and nonhos-
tile causes since the United States
launched the Iraq campaign in
March 2003 to topple Saddam
Hussein’s regime. All but 138 of
the U.S. deaths came after Bush’s
May 1, 2003, declaration of an
end to major combat operations
after Saddam fell.

The grim 1,000 mark was sur-
passed after a surge in fighting,
which has killed a total 17 U.S.
service members in the past four
days in a spate of attacks in Bagh-
dad and a suicide bombing near
Fallujah.

The guns fell silent Wednesday
in the Baghdad slum of Sadr City,
however, a day after two soldiers
were killed in fierce clashes with
fighters loyal to rebel Shiite cleric
Muqtada al-Sadr. Tanks and Bra-
dley fighting vehicles patrolled
the streets Wednesday.

The return of calm came after

al-Sadr’s militia announced a uni-
lateral cease-fire but warned it
would fight back in self defense.

In the abduction of the Anbar
province official, gunmen opened
fire on the car of Deputy Gov. Bas-
sil Ahmed and seized him after
the vehicle stopped, Interior Min-
istry spokesman Col. Adnan
Abdel Rahman said. Ahmed’s son
was injured during the shooting.

In Baghdad, gunmen killed the
assistant director of the Interior
Ministry’s criminal investigation
department early Wednesday
after opening fire on his car as he
headed to work, Rahman said.

Col. Ismail al-Ayal was am-
bushed near his home in the city’s
western Ghazaliya district, Rah-
man said.

In Rome, Pope John Paul II led
prayers Wednesday for the re-
lease of two female Italian aid
workers who were seized from
their Baghdad offices by camou-
flage-clad gunmen a day earlier.

In other violence Wednesday,
gunmen kidnapped the Anbar
province’s deputy governor
Wednesday in the latest assault
on officials connected to Iraq’s in-
terim government, the Interior
Ministry said.

Wednesday’s airstrikes target-
ed a militant “command and con-
trol headquarters that has recent-
ly been coordinating attacks”
against coalition forces, the mili-
tary said.

Late Tuesday, U.S. jets
dropped several bombs and tank
and artillery units fired rounds
into the city in retaliation for mili-
tant attacks on Marine positions
outside the city, said Marine
spokesman Lt. Col. T.V. Johnson.

Johnson said in a statement
that “significant numbers of
enemy fighters [up to 100] are es-
timated to have been killed” by
Tuesday’s shelling. The claim
could not be verified, and
Johnson acknowledged that U.S.
forces have not entered the city of
Fallujah itself.

Troop deaths in Iraq hit 1,000

BUFFALO, N.Y. — Military in-
vestigators suspect a deadly ex-
plosion at a munitions dump out-
side Baghdad last year was
caused by horseplay among
some U.S. soldiers. But the truth
may never be known.

Only three people were there,
and one of them is dead, another
says he can’t remember what
happened, and the third says he
didn’t do it.

That has outraged the griev-
ing mother of the dead soldier.

“It was obviously a homicide,”
said Esther Macklin of Buffalo.

“It might not have been inten-
tional, but it happened.”

Macklin’s 18-year-old son,
Pvt. David Evans of the 924th
Military Police Battalion, was
killed in May 2003 while guard-
ing the munitions dump at Ad Di-
waniyah.

Military officials told Macklin
in March that Spc. Benjamin
Hathaway lit some fuse bundles
at the cajoling of another soldier,
sparking a series of blasts that
sent the three soldiers diving for
cover. After a 10-month investi-

gation, Hathaway was charged
with involuntary manslaughter,
negligent homicide and other of-
fenses.

Less than two weeks ago, how-
ever, Macklin learned the Army
had dropped the charges against
Hathaway.

“I am furious with that. How
dare they? How dare they?” said
Macklin, who has asked officials
to reconsider.

Col. Robert Teetsel said he rec-
ommended that the command-
ing general at Fort Riley, Kan.,
dismiss the charges after con-
cluding a conviction was unlike-

ly.

Teetsel said last week that
Hathaway had denied responsi-
bility, both during a preliminary
hearing and a military-adminis-
tered polygraph test, which he
passed. On top of that, the Fort
Riley official said, the only other
living witness, Pfc. Brandon
Shaver, said he could not remem-
ber the incident after being seri-
ously wounded.

“We still think that the likely
cause of the explosion was some-
body lit the fuse bundles that ulti-
mately got out of control and
caused the explosion,” Teetsel

said. “We just don’t know who
did that.”

Attempts to reach Hathaway
by phone and through his attor-
ney were unsuccessful. Family
members did not return messag-
es, and Fort Riley officials could
not immediately put reporters in
touch with the soldier’s lawyer.

Evans dreamed of being an
FBI agent and hoped serving
with the military police would
open doors, said Macklin, who
had reluctantly allowed her son
to enlist before his 18th birth-
day. He is survived by a son he
never met, born a month after
his last visit home.

Marine deaths in Iraq exceed Army’s August toll

Clarifying the count

In announcing Tuesday that
the U.S. military death toll in Iraq
had reached 1,000, the White
House said its tally included 997
troops and three Department of
Defense civilian employees.

Stars and Stripes has used the
military death toll list generated
by The Associated Press, in part
because they have been more
up-to-date than other lists.

Until Tuesday, AP had includ-
ed only U.S. troops in its tally. But
AP has changed its counting crite-
ria to include all Defense Depart-
ment employees.

As of early Wednesday, AP was
reporting 1,003 military deaths —
1,000 U.S. troops and the three ci-
vilian employees.

Both the AP and White House
counts include those killed in ac-
tion as well as those who have
died in accidents and other inci-
dents.

Neither count includes dozens
of employees of Defense Depart-
ment contractors — including
truck drivers, translators and
other personnel — who have been
slain in Iraq.

Nearly 7,000 U.S. troops have
been injured in the war.

Lack of hard evidence leads to dropped charges in ’03 munitions explosion

WASHINGTON — The Marines suffered
more deaths in Iraq last month than the
Army, even though the Army had at least
three times as many troops there, Pentagon ca-
sualty records show.

The trend has continued this month. Eleven
of the first 17 U.S. military deaths have been
Marines, including seven who perished Mon-
day in a suicide car bombing near the city of
Fallujah.

August was the only month, aside from
March 2003 when the U.S. invasion was
launched, in which Marine deaths in Iraq ex-
ceeded those of the Army. It is difficult to pin-
point the reasons for the unusually high death
toll for the Marines because they limit details
on the circumstances of battle deaths to either
“enemy action” or “non-combat related.” The
Army specifies the type of weapon that
caused the death as well as the city where it
happened.

The vast majority of Marine deaths in Au-

gust — 24 of the 33 total — were in the west-
ern province of Anbar, which includes the res-
tive cities of Fallujah and Ramadi, as well as
dangerous areas on the Syrian border where
Marines patrol to keep out foreign infiltrators
and smugglers.

Fallujah was the scene of devastating clash-
es last spring until the Marines pulled out.
Since then resistance fighters have deposed
the city’s U.S.-backed leaders and the United
States has launched airstrikes at safehouses
thought to be used by followers of Abu Musab
al-Zarqawi, the militant believed responsible
for bombings, kidnappings and other violence
in Iraq.

The Marines are no longer in Fallujah but
have been attacked many times outside the
city.

Last month, Marines took the lead in fero-
cious fighting around Najaf, the holy city in
south-central Iraq where radical Shiite cleric
Muqtada al-Sadr and his Mahdi Army militia
battled U.S. and American-backed Iraqi forc-
es for three weeks before a peace deal was ar-
ranged.

But that did not account for the increase in
Marine casualties.

Seven of the 33 Marines who died in Iraq in
August were in the Najaf fighting; the Army
had five of its 30 losses there.

The total U.S. military death toll for the en-
tire Iraq conflict passed 1,000 on Tuesday,
and the rate of increase has not slackened
since Iraqi sovereignty was restored June 28.

Forty-two U.S. troops died in Iraq in June,
54 in July and at least 64 in August. And the
number of troops wounded in Iraq is near
7,000.

Six times as many U.S. troops have died in
Iraq since President Bush declared major
combat over on May 1, 2003 as died during
the initial phase of the war. When Bush made
his declaration, the insurgency had not yet
taken hold and most Americans thought the
war was essentially over.

Marines and soldiers still are getting killed
by insurgents using rocket-propelled gre-
nades, mortars and roadside bombs in Bagh-
dad, Mosul, Samarra and other cities and vil-
lages.

Horseplay suspected in death of GI in Iraq

The 458th Engineer Battalion
provides a service unique not
only to the U.S. Army, but to Iraq
as well.

The battalion’s Heavy Rescue
One unit is the only Army unit
qualified to rescue people
trapped in collapsed buildings,
such as those hit by car bombs.

“We can find people who are
alive and get them first aid,” said
Sgt. Frank DiFilippo, part of the
initial group of heavy rescue offic-
ers with the 458th.

About 85 of the battalion’s
more than 500 soldiers are
trained as part of the unit, but Sgt.
Joseph Taylor, the Army Reserve
unit’s deputy chief, said it can call
on the entire battalion if needed.

When called to an incident, the
unit’s six officers will fly or drive
to the site as soon as possible.
They will determine what equip-
ment and personnel are neces-

sary to start the rescue efforts.
Once everything arrives, they
begin working.

“Because we have so many peo-
ple [available], we can support it
… as long as it’s a search and res-
cue mission, while there’s still
hope of finding individuals [still
alive],” said Maj. Adam S. Roth,
battalion executive officer and
heavy rescue unit chief.

Though it was created to sup-
port the 1st Cavalry Division, the
unit will respond to civilian inci-
dents as well. The Iraqi govern-
ment does not have its own heavy
rescue unit.

“This shows the Iraqis that we
do care,” said DiFilippo. “There
are no construction standards
here, so that makes our job even
more important.”

The heavy rescue capability
was created from scratch in De-
cember 2003, said Roth.

“Rather than the Army spend
$50,000 on a guy telling them how

we should do this, we started off
thinking ‘we can do this better,’ ”
Roth said. “We built the mission
back at the mobilization station.”

Roth and the five other unit of-
ficers decided how the unit would
create a heavy rescue capability
while preparing to deploy from
Fort McCoy, Wisc. These initial
heavy rescue officers, Roth said,
all have civilian careers related to
this kind of work.

Roth, who has been a civilian
firefighter for more than a de-
cade, worked with New York City
firefighters after the attacks on
the World Trade Center on Sept.
11, 2001. Another officer, Staff
Sgt. Brian Fuller, was at the Pen-
tagon that day.

Taylor is a firefighter in the
Norfolk, Va., area, and DiFilippo
is a hazardous-material techni-
cian.

Once the officers decided what
equipment and training was need-
ed, they started looking for volun-
teers in the battalion. Many came
forward with civilian experience
that fit the unit’s needs.

“The reserve component
brings these skills,” said Taylor.
These volunteers gave the unit a
core base of skilled personnel.

Training began at Fort McCoy,
the unit’s mobilization station.
“We figured the best thing to do
was to give everyone a basic over-
view of what these operations
were like, expose them to it, but
not get too technical,” said Tay-
lor.

Training included tight work
spaces. “We required a lot of
crawling and climbing over de-
bris,” Taylor said. “We were test-
ing them to find out who’s skittish
in confined spaces.”

When the unit arrived in Bagh-
dad earlier this year, members
were able to train on buildings
with real battle damage. Three of
the training sessions were held at
the former Republican Guard pal-
ace in the International Zone.

“That was probably the best
training site so far,” Taylor said.
“[They saw] what happens to a
building when a massive bomb is
dropped on it.”

In the next month, the unit will
take part in its largest training
event. It will be in another Inter-
national Zone building, working
in conjunction with fire and medi-
cal personnel. And because the
unit’s officers didn’t set up the
training, they don’t know what to
expect.

“The next training will be a
true test,” Taylor said. “They’ll
get to see a lot of trash, exposed
rebar … [and] no electricity, so
they’ll see what it’s like to operate
in the darkness. [There will be]
some guys to act as bystanders
and victims.”

Each training session, Taylor
said, gives the unit’s soldiers
more confidence and experience
if called to a real building col-
lapse.

“The fact that we’re the only
battalion that does this, it’s [an]
enormous [responsibility],” said
DiFilippo. “It’s one of the most im-
portant missions in theater.”

Heavy Rescue One brings its skill to Iraq
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Marine sees wreckage where he earned medal

WESTERN IRAQ — It was al-
most midnight last Tuesday when
Lance Cpl. Steven Klimtzak, a Ma-
rine from the 4th Civil Affairs
Group, found the Humvee, its
dark-green hulk rising out of the
darkness like the wreck of the Ti-
tanic.

Since he got out of the hospital
a few days before, the Marine, at-
tached to the 2nd Infantry Divi-
sion’s 2nd Brigade Combat Team,
has had trouble sleeping. When
he closes his eyes, he hears explo-
sions, echoes of the bomb that de-
stroyed the Humvee on Sept. 3
and made him the first in the bri-
gade to receive a Purple Heart.

“There it is,” he said, shining a
flashlight through the gloom to re-
veal the mangled steel frame of a
Humvee resting among dozens of
other military vehicles.

Swirling dust made the parking
lot resemble a graveyard from a
B-grade horror film, but even in
the dark, it was easy to see that
the Humvee suffered greatly in
the explosion.

Its nose was a mangled mass of
twisted metal; a shredded tire
hung from one of the front
wheels; the left-side mirror was
gone and the metal bar that once
held it ripped in half; the roof had
caved in and the
driver’s door,
which was blown
off by the blast,
lay bent in the
back of the vehi-
cle.

Klimtzak
hunkered down
and shone his
flashlight on the
underside of the
Humvee to reveal
a blackened mass
of metal, shred-
ded like Swiss
cheese and leaking fluids onto the
sand.

Inside, the dashboard was a tan-
gle of broken instruments. The ac-
celerator pedal had a hole in it
where Sgt. Luke Cassidy’s big toe
once rested. Cassidy, also from
4th Civil Affairs Group, was medi-
cally evacuated and also will be
awarded a Purple Heart,
Klimtzak said.

Klimtzak, a 19-year-old from
Cheektowaga, N.Y., searched the
driver’s compartment in case his
friend’s toe was still there, but
found only pieces of the shrapnel
that ripped through the vehicle.

“I’ve got eight of these still in
my shoulder,” he said, holding up
a piece of jagged silver metal
from the floor.

Klimtzak pulled down his
T-shirt to reveal a hole where a
piece of shrapnel entered his
back, and another hole where it
exited his shoulder.

Being near the Humvee for the
first time since the attack made
the young Marine uneasy, and he
lit a cigarette to calm his nerves.

Klimtzak has hazy memories of
the Sept. 2 explosion. There are a
few details he can recall: A few
days after he arrived in Iraq, he
was manning a machine gun on
the back of the Humvee on his
first trip outside the wire. It was a

civil affairs mis-
sion to inspect a
soccer field and a
school, he said.

Shortly before
the attack, the ve-
hicle passed
under a tree and
an overhanging
branch struck
Klimtzak. Then
he saw a man
with a shovel run-
ning away from
the road. As

Klimtzak started to turn his gun
to face the threat, the bomb deto-
nated, he said.

The blast sent a swarm of shrap-
nel into the young Marine’s shoul-
der, dislocating it, knocking him
out and damaging his hearing in
one ear.

“I was told the driver kept
going for 20 meters and then we
crashed into a ditch. I ended up in
the cab with the driver,”
Klimtzak said.

“The next thing I remember is
somebody yelling, ‘Get out of the
way, casualties coming in.’ I re-
member the doc putting my shoul-
der back in place, which really
hurt, and the nurse calming me
down. Then they put me out be-
cause of the pain.

“I remember getting into a heli-
copter and waking up a day later
at [a military hospital], not know-
ing where I was. I was scared and
I didn’t know what happened. I
kept worrying about Sergeant

Cassidy.”

When Klimtzak called his par-
ents, Thomas and Belinda, to
tell them he was all right, they
cried.

Now, standing by the wrecked
Humvee, Klimtzak’s shoulder
still hurts. But it’s healing fast, he
said. His hearing is coming back,

too. It might take longer for the
psychological scars to heal.

“It is hard to sleep at night,” he
said. “I hear explosions. I wake
up crying or sweating. The other
day a sergeant broke a light bulb
in a garbage can and I almost
jumped out of my boots.”

Other times he feels angry with

the people who attacked him.

“I don’t understand why people
are doing this to us. We are here
to help them and there are people
out there that don’t want our help
and they are trying to hurt us,” he
said.

For now, he is taking stress
management classes and main-
taining vehicles on post, but he is
determined to continue his mis-
sion in Iraq.

“The best Marine is a hundred
percent Marine,” he said. “They
want me 100 percent before I go
back out, but eventually I will go
back out.”

HANAU, Germany — Shortly
after the incident that led to the
death of a wounded Iraqi man, 1st
Lt. Colin Cremin spoke with his
company commander, who today
stands accused of murder.

It had been another long day in
Iraq, and though Cremin was
near where the incident oc-
curred, he wasn’t at the scene of
the shooting to know what Capt.
Rogelio M. Maynulet and others
in the tank company were up
against. The two discussed a few
issues, including the matter that
now has Maynulet sitting in a mili-
tary court facing a possible
court-martial.

“It was something he didn’t
want to do, but it was the compas-
sionate response,” Cremin said as
he recalled the conversation at a
pretrial hearing Wednesday in
Hanau.

“It was definitely the humane
response to that [situation],”
Cremin added in response to a
question posed by the lead prose-
cutor in the case.

Maynulet is accused of murder
and dereliction of duty stemming
from the death of the wounded
Iraqi on May 21.

Army prosecutors say Maynu-
let unlawfully shot the man, while
defense attorneys maintain his in-
nocence.

What exactly happened that
morning near Najaf has yet to be
determined, but at the resump-
tion of Maynulet’s Article 32 hear-
ing, a process that started three
months ago in Iraq, more details
began to emerge.

The testimony also provided
some interesting firsthand in-
sights into the U.S. military mis-
sion in Iraq.

For example, Maynulet’s unit,
Company A, 2nd Battalion, 37th
Armor Regiment of the 1st Ar-
mored Division, had half as many
rifles as men.

That led troops to sometimes

use confiscated weapons to fight
Iraqi insurgents. Maynulet appar-
ently took a submachine gun
from an Iraqi police station, ac-
cording to Army prosecutors.

And the dynamics of urban war-
fare in greater Baghdad and the
rest of Iraq were such that U.S.
soldiers “had to bring out old man-
uals from Vietnam” for any tid-
bits that might help in Iraq, said
Capt. Jeremy Dobos, a battalion
staff intelligence officer.

According to the testimony of
several witnesses Wednesday,
Maynulet excelled under such cir-

cumstances. The 29-year-old of-
ficer always found a way to ac-
complish the task at hand, wheth-
er it was winning a firefight in a
graveyard, getting roads repaired
or managing to talk black market-
ers into dropping the price of
their propane.

Maynulet “is the best company
grade officer I’ve known since
I’ve been in the Army,” Dobos
said.

The intelligence officer said
Maynulet was “directly responsi-
ble” for information and methods
that snowballed into an operation
that ended in the capture of about
1,000 fedayeen fighters, Dobos
said.

It seems Maynulet’s most effec-
tive method, based on the testimo-
ny of a few of his men, was con-
veying to the Iraqis that he was in

charge, but that he carried an
awful lot about finding ways to im-
prove their lives.

“Would you go to war with
him?” Army Sgt. Maj. Allen Ash-
ton was asked by one of Maynu-
let’s lawyers.

Ashton, who served as a first
sergeant under Maynulet, said he
would.

His company, Ashton said,
“was the best company in the bat-
talion” in terms of discipline.

Perhaps the most poignant wit-
ness Wednesday was Cremin,
Maynulet’s executive officer on
that day in May.

On July 2, the Army issued a
statement on the incident, saying
the incident occurred when U.S.
forces “came into contact with a
black sedan believed to contain
militia forces.”

“A chase began, and U.S. forc-
es shot at the vehicle,” said the re-
lease from the U.S. Central Com-
mand. “The driver and a passen-
ger were wounded. Shortly there-
after the wounded driver was
shot and killed at close range.”

Using notes from an interview
last month, the prosecution asked
Cremin if his comments then
were accurate. A couple of passag-
es were read back, including one
that recounted part of what May-
nulet and Cremin discussed after
the incident.

Based on what Maynulet’s
medic told him, the Iraqi man
had “half his brain hanging out”
after a shootout between U.S. forc-
es and Iraqis and a car chase.

Reluctantly, while taking some
issue with the accuracy of the
notes, Cremin said that character-
ization was “in the ballpark.”

He also acknowledged that
Maynulet told him: “I wouldn’t be
surprised if there were some kind
of negative reaction.”

WÜRZBURG, Germany — A
Schweinfurt Army officer was
sentenced Tuesday to 30 days of
confinement after shooting him-
self in the chest in order to be
sent home from Iraq.

Second Lt. Adam Christie, 29,
from 1st Battalion, 18th Infantry
Regiment, pleaded guilty to the
charge of malingering.

The military judge, Col.
Stephanie Browne, sentenced
Christie to 12 months of confine-
ment, forfeiture of all pay and al-
lowances and dismissal from the
Army. Because of a plea agree-
ment, Christie’s confinement was
reduced to one month, but he still

will forfeit pay and be dismissed
from the Army.

The incident occurred April 10
at Forward Operating Base
Omaha, Iraq. Christie admitted to
shooting himself to get out of Iraq
and out of the platoon leader posi-
tion he had held for a few weeks.

Sgt. 1st Class Curtis Chalupa,
who was Christie’s platoon ser-
geant for two weeks, said in testi-
mony during sentencing that
Christie was initially excited
about the position, but his motiva-
tion soon waned. Chalupa testified
that Christie grew more and more
depressed after daily meetings
with the company commander.

Christie testified that the com-
mander overly criticized
Christie’s handling of daily con-
voys as the convoy commander.
Christie also said that he had no
transition time with the outgoing
platoon leader to properly learn
how to handle the position.

Christie said he was concerned
about his ability as commander of
the convoys’ lead vehicle to spot
roadside bombs that could injure
his soldiers in trailing vehicles.

When Chalupa was removed
from his position as platoon ser-
geant, another noncommissioned
officer took his place who had
had no experience with the con-

voys. Two days later, Christie tes-
tified, he propped his M16A4 rifle
on his bed, leaned against the
muzzle and fired a round into the
right side of his chest.

In closing remarks, prosecutor
Capt. Treb Courie said that
Christie had let down not only his
soldiers, but his whole battalion
and the Army.

“[Christie] said that he let his
soldiers down, and that he would
have to live with that,” Courie
said.

“The soldiers he let down are
the ones who are going to have to
live with it. Think of the soldiers
in his platoon rushing to his aid

after he shot himself. They had
been out on missions that day,
and now their platoon leader was
lying on the ground shouting: ‘I
shot myself; I don’t want to be
here.’ He didn’t act selflessly, he
acted selfishly.”

Christie’s civilian defense attor-
ney, David Court, said Christie
didn’t let the Army down.

“He did his best for the Army;
the Army didn’t do its best for
him,” Court said. “His leadership
failed him. [The company com-
mander’s] leadership style with
this brand-new lieutenant was
tearing him down.”

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DOD releases more Bush records after suit
New files are part of president’s National Guard recordBY MATT KELLEY

WASHINGTON — Months
after insisting it could find no
more records of President Bush’s
Air National Guard service, the
Defense Department has re-
leased more than two dozen
pages of files, including Bush’s re-
port card for flight training and
dates of his flights.

The records, released under

pressure of a Freedom of Informa-
tion Act lawsuit by The Associat-
ed Press, show Bush ranked in
the middle of his 1969 flight train-
ing class and flew 336 hours for
the Texas Air National Guard,
mostly in the F-102A fighter.

The Pentagon and Bush’s cam-
paign have claimed for months
that all records detailing his fight-

er pilot career have been made
public, but defense officials ac-
knowledged Tuesday they had
found two dozen new records de-
tailing his training and flight logs
after the AP sued and submitted
new requests under the public
records law.

“Previous requests from other
requesters for President Bush’s

Individual Flight Records did not
lead to the discovery of these
records because at the time Presi-
dent Bush left the service, flight
records were subject to retention
for only 24 months and we under-
stood that neither the Air Force
nor the Texas Air National Guard
retained such records thereaf-
ter,” the Pentagon told the AP.

“Out of an abundance of cau-
tion,” the government “searched
a file that had been preserved in
spite of this policy” and found the
Bush records, the letter said.

“The Department of Defense
regrets this oversight during the
previous search efforts.”

Bush’s Vietnam-era service in
the Texas Air National Guard has
become an issue in the presiden-
tial campaign as the candidates
spar over who would make the
best commander in chief. Support-
ers of Democratic nominee John
Kerry, a decorated Vietnam com-
bat veteran, have criticized Bush
for serving stateside in the Nation-
al Guard.

The newly released records
show Bush, a lieutenant in the
Texas Air National Guard,
ranked No. 22 in a class of 53 pi-
lots when he finished his flight
training at Moody Air Force Base
in Georgia in 1969.

Over the next three years, he
logged 326.4 hours as a pilot and
an additional 9.9 hours as a
co-pilot, mostly in the F-102A jet
used to intercept enemy aircraft.
Of the 278 hours he flew in the in-
terceptor, about 77 hours were in
the TF-102A, the two-seat trainer
version of the one-seat fighter jet.

The records show his last flight
was in April 1972, which is consis-
tent with pay records indicating
Bush had a lapse of duty between
April and October of that year.
Bush has said he had permission
to go to Alabama in 1972 to work
on an unsuccessful Republican
Senate campaign.

Bush skipped a required medi-
cal exam that cost him his pilot’s
status in August of that year.

Bush’s 2000 campaign suggest-
ed the future president skipped
his medical exam in part because
the F-102A was nearly obsolete.

Records show Bush’s Texas
unit flew the F-102A until 1974
and used the jets as part of an air
defense drill during 1972.

A six-month historical record
of his 147th Fighter Interceptor
Group, also turned over to the AP
on Tuesday, shows some of the
training Bush missed with his col-
leagues during that time.

It showed the unit joined a
“24-hour active alert mission to
safeguard against surprise at-
tack” in the southern United
States beginning on Oct. 6, 1972, a
mission for which Bush was not
present, according to his pay
records.

Bush’s lone service in October
was outside Texas, presumably
with an Alabama unit he had per-
mission to train with in Septem-
ber, October and November 1972.

The newly released records
do not include any from five cate-
gories of documents Bush’s com-
manders had been required to
keep in response to the gaps in
Bush’s training in 1972 and
1973. For example, National
Guard commanders were re-
quired to perform an investiga-
tion whenever any pilot skipped
a medical exam and forward the
results up the Air Force chain of
command.

No such documents have sur-
faced.

MOSCOW — A top Russian gen-
eral on Wednesday warned the
military will strike “terrorist
bases in any region of the world,”
while authorities offered a $10
million reward for information
leading to two Chechen rebel lead-

ers blamed for last week’s deadly
raid on a school.

In a nationally televised meet-
ing, Prosecutor-General Vladimir
Ustinov also briefed President
Vladimir Putin on the investiga-
tion into the taking of more than
1,200 hostages in a school last
week in the southern Russian
town of Beslan.

His was the first official ac-
knowledgment that the number
of hostages had been so high; the
government initially said about
350 people had been seized. A re-
gional official later said the num-
ber had been 1,181.

Col.-Gen. Yuri Baluyevsky,
chief of the Russian General Staff,
reasserted Russia’s right to strike
terrorists anywhere in the world.

“As for carrying out preventive
strikes against terrorist bases, we
will take all measures to liquidate
terrorist bases in any region of
the world,” Baluyevsky told re-
porters.

Baluyevsky made his com-
ments during a joint news confer-
ence with NATO’s supreme allied
commander in Europe, Gen.
James Jones, after talks on Rus-
sia-NATO military cooperation,
including anti-terror cooperation.

Meanwhile, Alexander Dza-
sokhov, the president of the re-
gion of North Ossetia, home to
Beslan, said that the regional gov-
ernment would step down within
two days, the first sign of officials
being punished for failing to pre-
vent the attack.

The pledge was made during an
emotional hourlong exchange with
more than 1,000 demonstrators
who gathered in front of the region-
al government headquarters to de-
mand the resignation of regional
government and security officials,
and the formation of independent

regional and national commissions
to investigate the tragedy.

Russia’s Federal Security Ser-
vice offered a reward of $10 mil-
lion — its biggest ever offered —
for information that could help
“neutralize” Chechen rebel lead-
ers Shamil Basayev and Aslan
Maskhadov, whom officials have
accused of masterminding last
week’s hostage crisis in North Os-
setia, a region bordering Chech-
nya.

The agency said Basayev and
Maskhadov have been responsi-
ble for “inhuman terrorist acts on
the territory of the Russian Feder-
ation.”

Maskhadov, the former presi-
dent of Chechnya, had denied any
involvement in the school standoff,
according to aides. There has been
no word from Basayev, a longtime
rebel warlord who had claimed in-
volvement in bloody raids and hos-
tage takings in the past.

Ustinov said 326 hostages were
killed and 727 wounded in the at-
tack, which ended Friday in a
wave of explosions and gunfire.
He said 210 bodies had been iden-
tified, and forensic workers were
trying to identify 32 body frag-
ments. The death toll could rise,
Ustinov said.

Authorities offer $10 million reward for rebel leaders

MOSCOW — Russia criticized
the United States on Wednesday
for its willingness to hold talks
with Chechens agitating for inde-
pendence and suggested the issue
could harm bilateral relations.

Responding to a statement by
U.S. State Department spokesman
Richard Boucher, Foreign Minis-
ter Sergey Lavrov said “we solve
our internal problems ourselves
and there’s no need to search for
an American route to political nor-
malization in Chechnya,” the In-
terfax news agency reported.

While joining in condemnation
of last week’s attack on a Russian
school, the State Department said
Tuesday that Russia ultimately
must hold political talks with re-
bellious Chechen leaders.

U.S. criticized
for urging talks
with separatists

ANKARA, Turkey — A fire raged through a
copper mine in northern Turkey on Wednes-
day, killing 19 workers and injuring 17 others.
Rescuers were searching the smoke-clogged
shafts to make sure no one was left inside.

The miners were trapped nearly 500 feet be-
neath the surface when the blaze broke our
Wednesday morning in the mine in the town
of Kure, 185 miles north of the Turkish capi-
tal, Ankara.

Ilker Keremoglu, chief executive officer of
STFA, an Istanbul-based company that owns
the copper mine, said the fire started during
welding inside.

It took rescuers four hours to douse the
blaze. They needed military-issue gas masks
to enter the smoke-filled mine in search of sur-
vivors, who had fled to the lower levels.

Relatives of the trapped miners waited for
hours at the entrance of the mine for word of
their loved ones, while ambulances and emer-
gency vehicles drove into the hillside mine pit
to pick up survivors.

Seventeen miners, some suffering from
smoke inhalation, and 19 bodies were brought
to the surface by rescuers, the Anatolia news
agency said.

Rescuers continued searching through the
mine Wednesday evening to make sure that

no one was left inside.

Authorities used fans to disperse the smoke,
which hampered rescue efforts, after the fire
was extinguished.

Two rescuers were injured trying to reach
the miners, private NTV television reported.

BRUSSELS, Belgium — The Eu-
ropean Union head office said
Wednesday that it would redouble
efforts to stop the rise in
HIV/AIDS cases across Europe, es-
pecially in Eastern European coun-
tries that joined the bloc this year.

EU Commissioner Pavel Telic-
ka said political leadership, better
coordination and better targeted
funding was needed to stem the
rise of new cases across Europe.
He said cooperation also should be
improved with non-EU members
like Russia and Balkan countries.

“The situation is deteriorating
in Europe itself,” Telicka told re-
porters. “HIV/AIDS is not just a
problem for Africa and the devel-
oping world. We have a serious
epidemic beginning to resurface
right here in parts of Europe.”

A report by the U.N. AIDS agen-
cy in July set alarm bells ringing
in the EU. It warned the spread of
the disease was rising again
across the continent and neighbor-
ing Asian nations, putting the
number of people now infected at
1.3 million compared with just
160,000 in 1995.

Telicka said the rise in infec-
tions was mostly driven by intra-
venous drug users in Eastern Eu-
ropean countries, many of which
joined the EU in May.

Russia, which neighbors the
25-nation bloc, is one of the worst
hit countries in the region, with
more than 3 million intravenous
drug users.

But infections are also on the
rise in Western Europe, particu-
larly among homosexual or bisex-
ual men.

“We have come to the conclu-
sion that what we really need is a
coordinated approach,” Telicka
said. “We need to address espe-
cially the prevention, which in-
cludes information, education,
training, and greater awareness.”

Improving the HIV/AIDS fight
will be the focus of a conference
next week in Vilnius, Lithuania.

Telicka said the meeting would
discuss how to introduce “best
practices” on the ground, boost re-
search and improve surveillance,
especially in EU countries worst
hit by AIDS — Lithuania and Esto-
nia.

Better access to needle ex-
change programs for drug users,
voluntary AIDS tests and condom
distribution among prostitutes
are key objectives, according to
AIDS activists.

Rain Veetousmae, spokesman
for the National Institute for
Health Development in Tallinn,
Estonia, said the biggest chal-
lenge for health officials there
was changing people’s attitudes
on HIV/AIDS.

“Many people still think that
this is a problem which can’t
touch them,” he said. “It’s seen as
an issue for drug-users or the gay
community so people just aren’t
afraid of getting infection.”

Telicka said money set aside by
the EU to fight the disease would
have to be better spent, adding
the EU has already allocated like
malaria, tuberculosis and AIDS
between 2001-2006.

“The more we are able to put
up benchmarks, invest into pre-
vention, the better,” said Telicka.

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Neb. judge: Partial-birth abortion ban is unconstitutional

WASHINGTON — The White
House unveiled plans Wednesday
to give a new national intelli-
gence director strong budgetary
authority over much of the na-
tion’s intelligence community, a
key provision in the Sept. 11 com-
mission’s recommendations.

President Bush intends to give
the intelligence director full bud-
get authority over the National
Foreign Intelligence Program
and “the management tools” to
oversee the intelligence communi-
ty and integrate foreign and do-
mestic intelligence, the White
House said in a statement.

The administration’s plan

comes as the Senate prepares to
start crafting its own legislation
to address criticisms from the
9/11 commission that the nation’s
15 different intelligence agencies
did not work together properly to
stop the 2001 terrorist attacks on
New York City and Washington.

Bush revealed his plans in a
White House meeting with con-
gressional leaders from both par-
ties. Leaders were then briefed
by Condoleezza Rice, the national
security adviser.

The administration’s plan
would give the national intelli-
gence director “sufficient authori-
ty to not be a figurehead and real-
ly manage intelligence,” said Sen-
ate Majority Leader Bill Frist,
R-Tenn.

Sen. Joseph Lieberman of Con-
necticut, ranking Democrat on the
Senate Governmental Affairs Com-
mittee — which is writing the legis-
lation the Senate will consider —
also called the Bush recommenda-
tions “a very significant step.”

Most members of the Senate
seem to be behind creating a na-
tional intelligence director to
oversee nonmilitary intelligence,
and many have echoed the 9/11
commission’s call for that person
to have the ability to hire and fire
leaders of the intelligence agen-
cies and to control the money Con-
gress provides those agencies.

On Wednesday, the White
House said, “The president seeks
intelligence reform legislation

that is consistent with the recom-
mendations of the 9/11 commis-
sion.”

Under the White House plan, a
new national intelligence director
would be appointed by the presi-
dent, confirmed by the Senate
and serve as the head of the intel-
ligence community. The director
would also be assisted by a new
Cabinet-level Joint Intelligence
Community Council, but the di-
rector would not sit in the presi-
dent’s Cabinet or be located in the
president’s executive office.

The new director would be able
to allocate and shift funds within
the intelligence community. But
the White House did not go as far
as saying that an intelligence di-
rector would be able to unilateral-

ly hire and fire people in the intel-
ligence community, saying only
the NID should “have a role in the
appointment of any individual to
a position that heads an organiza-
tion or element within the intelli-
gence community.”

Intelligence leaders, however,
“must receive the concurrence”
of the intelligence director on ap-
pointments and presidential ap-
pointments “shall be accompa-
nied by the recommendation” of
the intelligence director, the
White House said.

The Defense Department also
would keep control of the Nation-
al Security Agency, the National
Geospatial-Intelligence Agency
and the National Reconnaissance
Office.

LINCOLN, Nebraska — A third federal
judge ruled Wednesday that the Par-
tial-Birth Abortion Ban Act is unconstitu-
tional, saying it fails to include an excep-
tion when a woman’s health is in danger.

U.S. District Judge Richard Kopf of Lin-
coln said that Congress ignored the most ex-

perienced doctors in determining that the
banned procedure would never be neces-
sary — a finding he found “unreasonable.”

“According to responsible medical opin-
ion, there are times when the banned proce-
dure is medically necessary to preserve
the health of a woman, and a respectful
reading of the congressional record proves
that point,” Kopf wrote. “No reasonable
and unbiased person could come to a differ-

ent conclusion.”

The abortion ban was signed last year by
President Bush but was not enforced be-
cause three federal judges, in Lincoln, New
York and San Francisco, agreed to hear
constitutional challenges in simultaneous
non-jury trials.

Last month, U.S. District Judge Richard
C. Casey in New York said the Supreme
Court has made it clear that a banned pro-

cedure must allow an exception to pre-
serve a woman’s health — even as he
called the abortion procedure “gruesome,
brutal, barbaric and uncivilized.”

In June, U.S. District Judge Phyllis
Hamilton in San Francisco also found the
law unconstitutional, saying it “poses an
undue burden on a woman’s right to
choose an abortion.”

All three decisions were expected to be
appealed to the Supreme Court.

White House unveils plan for intel director

DUGWAY PROVING
GROUND, Utah — The Genesis
space capsule, which had orbited
the sun for more than three years
in an attempt to find clues to the
origin of the solar system,
crashed to Earth on Wednesday
after its parachute failed to de-
ploy.

It wasn’t immediately known
whether the cosmic samples had
been destroyed. NASA officials
believed the fragile disks that
held the atoms would shatter
even if the capsule hit the ground
with a parachute.

“There was a big pit in my stom-
ach,” said physicist Roger Wiens
of Los Alamos National Laborato-
ry, which designed the atom col-
lector plates. “This just wasn’t
supposed to happen. We’re going
to have a lot of work picking up
the pieces.”

Hollywood stunt pilots had
taken off in helicopters to hook
the parachute, but the refrigera-
tor-sized capsule — holding a set
of fragile disks containing billions
of atoms collected from solar
wind — hit the desert floor with-
out the parachute opening.

The capsule was returning
after more than three years in
space as part of six-year project
that cost $260 million.

The impact drove the capsule
halfway underground. NASA engi-
neers feared the explosive for the
parachute might still be alive and
ready to fire, keeping helicopter
crews at bay.

“That presents a safety hazard
to recovery crews,” said Chris
Jones, solar system exploration di-
rector for NASA’s Jet Propulsion
Laboratory The copters were sup-
posed to snatch the capsule’s para-
chute with a hook as it floated
down at 400 feet a minute, or
more than 6 feet per second. But
the capsule tumbled out of con-
trol. It was supposed to be spin-
ning at 15 revolutions a minute to
slice evenly through the atmo-
sphere, but camera images
showed it tumbling instead.

Scientists hoped the capsule’s
charged atoms — a “billion bil-
lion” of them — would reveal
clues about the origin and evolu-
tion of our solar system, said Don
Burnett, Genesis principal investi-
gator and a nuclear geochemist at
California Institute of Technolo-
gy.

“We have for years wanted to
know the composition of the sun,”
Burnett said before the crash. He
said scientists had expected to an-
alyze the material “one atom at a
time.”

Genesis had been moving in
tandem with Earth outside its
magnetic shield on three orbits of
the sun.

Cliff Fleming, the lead helicop-
ter pilot, and backup pilot Dan
Rudert had replicated the retriev-
al in dozens of practice runs.

The Genesis mission, launched

in 2001, marked the first time
NASA has collected any objects
from farther than the moon for re-
trieval to Earth, said Roy Hag-
gard, Genesis’ flight operations
chief and CEO of Vertigo Inc.,
which designed the capture sys-
tem.

Together, the charged atoms
captured over 884 days on the cap-
sule’s disks of gold, sapphire, dia-
mond and silicone were no bigger
than a few grains of salt, but scien-
tists say that would be enough to
reconstruct the chemical origin of
the sun and its family of planets.

ORLANDO, Fla. — Hurricane
Frances may have damaged
$800 million to $1 billion worth
of Florida agriculture as it cut
through nearly half the states
farms, according to preliminary
estimates.

Frances made landfall in the
heart of the Indian River Citrus
District on the Atlantic Coast
where most of Florida’s $205 mil-
lion grapefruit crop is grown.

The state Department of Agri-
culture was still assessing the
damage and didn’t expect firm es-
timates until later this week.

About 20,000 farms were in the
path of Frances, said Liz Comp-
ton, a spokeswoman for the Flori-
da Department of Agriculture.

“We know that on the citrus
side, that the fresh fruit industry
is probably looking at some se-
vere losses,” said Agriculture
Commissioner Charles Bronson,
who planned to tour ravaged
areas on Wednesday.

Florida produces three-quar-
ters of the grapefruit in the Unit-
ed States, which is the world’s
largest producer of the fruit.

DES MOINES, Iowa — Vice President Dick
Cheney says the United States will risk another ter-
rorist attack if voters make the wrong choice on Elec-
tion Day, suggesting Sen. John Kerry would follow a
pre-Sept. 11, 2001, policy of reacting defensively.

“It’s absolutely essential that eight weeks from
today, on Nov. 2, we make the right choice, because
if we make the wrong choice, then the danger is that
we’ll get hit again and we’ll be hit in a way that will
be devastating from the standpoint of the United
States,” Cheney told supporters at a town-hall meet-
ing Tuesday.

Democrats reacted quickly.
“Dick Cheney’s scare tactics crossed the line

today, showing once again that he and George Bush
will do anything and say anything to save their jobs,”
said a statement issued by vice presidential candi-
date John Edwards.

“Protecting America from vicious terrorists is not
a Democratic or Republican issue, and Dick Cheney
and George Bush should know that. John Kerry and
I will keep America safe, and we will not divide the
American people to do it.”

If Kerry were elected president, Cheney said the
nation would risk falling back into a “pre-9/11
mind-set” that terrorist attacks are criminal acts that
require a reactive approach.

Instead, he said Bush’s offensive approach works
to root out terrorists where they plan and train, and
pressure countries that harbor terrorists.

Cheney pointed to Afghanistan as a success story
in pursuing terrorists although the Sept. 11 master-
mind, Osama bin Laden, remains at large. In Iraq,
the vice president said, the United States has taken
out a leader who used weapons of mass destruction
against his own people and harbored other terrorists.

No Bush endorsement

WASHINGTON — The Re-
publican Party’s largest gay and
lesbian organization, which en-
dorsed President Bush in 2000,
is withholding its endorsement
of the president for re-election
because of his support for a con-
stitutional amendment banning
gay marriage.

The national board of Log
Cabin Republicans voted 22-2
Tuesday night to hold back the
endorsement and called Bush
“disloyal” to the 1 million gay
men and lesbian women who it

said supported his candidacy
four years ago.

“It is impossible to overstate
the depth of anger and disap-
pointment caused by the presi-
dent’s support for an antifamily
constitutional amendment. This
amendment would not only ban
gay marriage, it would also jeop-
ardize civil unions and domestic
partnerships,” Log Cabin politi-
cal director Chris Barron said.

The group also denounced
what it called “the continued
flip-flops on gay and lesbian is-
sues” by Democratic nominee
Sen. John Kerry.

Cheney says ‘wrong choice’ in
election risks terrorist attack

CINCINNATI — Sen. John
Kerry, at the site where President
Bush described Iraq as a threat to
the United States, was arguing
the president left a trail of broken
promises on the path to war and
squandered money that could be
put to better use at home.

“George W. Bush’s wrong choic-
es have led America in the wrong
direction on Iraq and left Ameri-
ca without the resources we need
here at home,” the Democratic
presidential candidate said in re-
marks prepared for delivery
Wednesday.

“I would not have made the
wrong choices that are forcing us
to pay nearly the entire cost of
this war — more than $200 billion
that we’re not investing in educa-

tion, health care and job creation
here at home.”

The speech showed Kerry shift-
ing from a defensive stance, fend-
ing off charges of inconsistencies
on the war, to an aggressive chal-
lenge of Bush’s decisions in the
run-up and aftermath of war.

Linking the choice to go to war
with its budgetary consequences,
Kerry sought to tie Iraq to health
care, education, jobs and other
areas where Kerry says the ad-
ministration followed a misguid-
ed path.

In a speech at the Cincinnati
Museum Center in 2002, Bush
made a case for removing Sadd-
am Hussein from power. He
called the Iraqi leader a “murder-
ous tyrant” who may be plotting
to attack the United States with bi-
ological and chemical weapons.

The address opened debate in
Congress that eventually led to a
vote authorizing the president to
use force against Iraq, a resolu-
tion that Kerry supported.

The Kerry campaign said
Bush’s argument for war was
laced with assertions later ig-
nored or proved untrue.

Bush said he would pursue dip-
lomatic solutions in Iraq; Kerry
says he rushed to war. Bush said
he would build a coalition of al-
lies; Kerry says the United States
bears virtually all the war’s cost,
in lives lost and dollars spent.

Bush said Iraq was developing
nuclear, chemical and biological
weapons, but U.S. forces never
found stockpiled weapons of
mass destruction. Bush said Iraq
supported al-Qaida’s designs
against the United States, but the
Sept. 11 commission found no ac-
tive collaboration between them.

Kerry: Bush led U.S. in
wrong direction on Iraq

OKLAHOMA CITY — The
McAlester Army Ammunition
Plant has stopped producing
2,000-pound bunker-buster
bombs after 23 workers who
filled the devices with TNT be-
came anemic, officials said Tues-
day.

Dust from the explosive can de-
stroy red blood cells and limit the
amount of oxygen the blood can
carry.

“The health, safety and
well-being of our employees is
our first concern,” said Col. Gary
B. Carney, the plant commander.

In recent weeks, 23 out of the
34 workers assigned to produce
the bombs became anemic. Those
who became anemic are expected
to recover fully because they are
no longer being exposed to the
TNT dust, plant spokesman Mark
Hughes said.

Plant officials will study what
can be done to protect workers
who build the bombs. A $350,000
air scrubber is planned for the
building where the employees
worked, Hughes said.

The building is not air-condi-
tioned, and temperatures inside
can reach more than 100 degrees.
Plant officials believe dust laden
with explosive powder settled on
workers while they were sweat-
ing.

The employees were working
to fill an order from the Air Force
for bombs designed to penetrate
the ground and destroy under-
ground command and control
bunkers.

This is the first time the plant
has had this kind of medical prob-
lem, Hughes said.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — A feder-
al appeals court ruled Tuesday
that rap artists should pay for
every musical sample included in
their work — even minor, unrec-
ognizable snippets of music.

Lower courts had already ruled
that artists must pay when they
sample another artists’ work. But
it has been legal to use musical
snippets — a note here, a chord
there — as long as it wasn’t identi-
fiable.

The decision by a three-judge
panel of the 6th Circuit Court of
Appeals in Cincinnati gets rid of
that distinction. The court said
federal laws aimed at stopping pi-
racy of recordings applies to digi-
tal sampling.

“If you cannot pirate the whole
sound recording, can you ‘lift’ or
‘sample’ something less than the
whole? Our answer to that ques-
tion is in the negative,” the court
said.

“Get a license or do not sample.
We do not see this as stifling cre-
ativity in any significant way.”

Some observers questioned
whether the court’s opinion is too
restrictive, especially for rap and
hip-hop artists who often rhyme
over samples of music taken from
older recordings.

“It seems a little extreme to
me,” said James Van Hook, dean
of Belmont University’s Mike

Curb College of Entertainment
and Music Business. “When some-
thing is identifiable, that is the
key.”

The case at issue is one of at
least 800 lawsuits filed in Nash-
ville over lifting snippets of music
from older recordings for new
music.

The case centers on the NWA
song “100 Miles and Runnin,”
which samples a three-note gui-
tar riff from “Get Off Your Ass
and Jam” by ’70s funk-master
George Clinton and Funkadelic.

In the two-second sample, the
guitar pitch has been lowered,
and the copied piece was

“looped” and extended to 16
beats. The sample appears five
times in the new song.

NWA’s song was included in
the 1998 movie “I Got the Hook
Up,” starring Master P and pro-
duced by his movie company, No
Limit Films.

No Limit Films has argued that
the sample was not protected by
copyright law. Bridgeport Music
and Westbound Records, which
claim to own the copyrights for
the Funkadelic song, appealed
the lower court’s summary judg-
ment in favor of No Limit Films.

The lower court in 2002 said
that the riff in Clinton’s song was
entitled to copyright protection,
but the sampling “did not rise to
the level of legally cognizable ap-
propriation.”

The appeals court disagreed,
saying a recording artist who ac-
knowledges sampling may be lia-
ble, even when the source of a
sample is unrecognizable.

Noting that No Limit Films
“had not disputed that it digitally
sampled a copyrighted sound re-
cording,” the appeals court sent
the case back to the lower court.

Richard Busch, attorney for
Westbound Records and Bridge-
port Music, said he was pleased
with the ruling.

Robert Sullivan, attorney for
No Limit Films, did not return a
phone call to his office.

Plant stops
producing
bombs over
health risk

ST. LOUIS — Scientists say
they’ve identified a gene that
appears to be linked to both al-
coholism and depression, a
finding that may one day help
identify those at higher risk for
the diseases and guide new
treatments.

Previous studies of twins
and adopted siblings have sug-
gested there likely are genes
in common underlying alcohol-
ism and depression, and that
the two disorders seem to run
in families. But the lead re-
searcher of the new study says
this is the first report of a spe-
cific gene that seems to in-
crease risk for both disorders.

“Clinicians have observed a
connection between these two
disorders for years, so we are
excited to have found what
could be a molecular underpin-
ning for that association,” said
Alison Goate, the Washington
University School of Medicine
researcher who led the study.
The study is in September’s
Human Molecular Genetics.

The hostages — three female
nurses and a male guard —
worked for Nashville, Tenn.-based
Corrections Corporation of Ameri-
ca, which operates the jail under
contract with the county.

Now a junior at Stafford High
School, Grace is glad that Virginia
has enacted laws allowing students
to opt out of dissecting fetal pigs,
cats, earthworms or other animals.

Starting this academic year, all
Virginia students must be told they
can decline to dissect without pen-
alty and instructors must provide
them with alternative learning
tools, including computer pro-
grams, Internet tutorials and plas-
tic models.

Virginia is among nine states
that require school districts to pro-
vide dissection alternatives. Flori-
da was the first to pass such a law,
in 1985, followed by California in
1988. New Jersey is also consider-
ing similar legislation. Argentina,
India and Israel are among nations
that have banned dissection in
schools.

In his State of the Nation ad-
dress, Cherokee Nation Principal
Chief Chad Smith said members
must become involved in the U.S.
political process to protect the sov-
ereignty of the federally recog-
nized tribe.

Deputy Principal Chief Joe Gray-
son Jr. said Cherokees need to
elect Indians to state and federal of-
fice to protect their rights.

Some 4,000 Cherokees perished
on the notorious Trail of Tears dur-
ing the tribe’s 800-mile forced
march to Oklahoma in 1838-39,
after President Andrew Jackson or-
dered tens of thousands of Ameri-
can Indians to move west of the
Mississippi River.

Anti-abortion sign OK’d

PAXTANG — The Borough
Council will allow a couple

to keep an anti-abortion sign on
their front porch, withdrawing an
earlier warning to remove it or
face a fine or jail time.

The metal sign on Colman and
Frances Wessel’s front porch rail
has a picture of Jesus and says,
“This home supports the pro-life
cause and is dedicated to the sa-
cred heart of Jesus.”

Colman Wessel said the bor-
ough’s reversal was a relief.

Brian Seneca, borough code en-
forcement officer, had told the
Wessels that the sign violated the
sign ordinance, and ordered them
to remove it or face a fine up to
$500 or imprisonment for up to 60
days. The ordinance permits signs
for public, religious and charitable
institutions, parks, schools and sim-
ilar uses, as long as they don’t ex-
ceed 12 square feet. The Wessels
sign measures less than 7 square
feet.

Climber falls to death

NEW YORK — He’s locked up in a maximum-security
prison on a 10-year sentence. But rapper Jamal “Shyne”
Barrow doesn’t see why that has to dampen his career.

“It’s like Ray Charles or Stevie Wonder; they had their
handicaps,” the hip-hop star says over the phone from the
Clinton State Correctional Facility in
upstate New York. “It didn’t stop
them from making their mark.”

Some would say Shyne will only
make a bigger mark with his new
album in stores this week, given his,
shall we say, colorful circumstances.

In an era when 50 Cent gains great
street cred for having survived being
shot nine times, Shyne’s stretch in
the slammer gives him a terrific mar-
keting hook.

Even better for PR purposes, the
case that landed him in jail was one
of the most-covered trials of the last
few years stemming from an infa-
mous 1999 incident involving Sean
“P. Diddy” Combs, his then-girl-
friend Jennifer Lopez, and a wild
shootout at a Manhattan club.

It hasn’t hurt Shyne’s notoriety
that the 25-year-old has recently
given several angry interviews in
which he blamed his hard sentence
on Combs, who was acquitted on all
charges.

While the rapper allows that all the “drama brings the in-
trigue and attention” to him, he insists that “if it was so sim-
ple, every tough guy would sell records. It’s about the
music.”

And right now, no one has hotter music than Shyne. His
first CD since going to prison is expected to
hit No. 1 on next week’s Billboard Top
200 Album chart.

Shyne’s new CD, titled “Godfather
Buried Alive,” is his second album
overall, and his first since he struck
a deal with Island Records said to
be worth $3 million.

Shyne inked with Island, he
says, because they offered him his
own label, Gangland Records, and
because “they have a history of
joint ventures, with Murder Inc.
and Rock-A-Fella Records.

“They gave me the autonomy I
needed.”

“Autonomy” may sound odd com-
ing from a prisoner, but Shyne says he’s
able to do most of his business there unen-
cumbered. While the overwhelming majori-
ty of his album was recorded at the end of
his trial in 2001, one cut sounds distinctly like
it was recorded over the phone.

Shyne will neither confirm nor deny
that.

“I don’t want the powers that
be to get too curious about my
activities,” he says.

The lyrics probably won’t help Shyne’s dealings with the
law. They roil with righteous fury at the justice system. He
says that’s because they were recorded when “I was facing
25 years. There were no restrictions. I poured my soul out
over those beats.”

While Shyne could have gone down for attempted mur-
der, he was found guilty of five charges including assault,

reckless endangerment and weap-
ons possession. The rapper isn’t up
for parole until early 2009. But he’s
armed with new lawyers (including
Alan Dershowitz), and they’re seek-
ing a new trial, buttressed by fresh
witnesses.

Shyne thinks the problem with his
first trial was that he agreed to use
the same legal team paid for by
Combs.

“I was fighting against Combs’ de-
fense,” he says. “People were in-
jured, so somebody had to go to jail.
At end of the day, it wasn’t going to
be [Combs] because he was paying
the lawyers. I never had a chance.”

Shyne blames Combs for “telling
the jury I was just another artist on
his label and that there was no dan-
ger that night.”

This matters, says Shyne, because
it undercut his justification for draw-
ing his gun at the club: that he was
righteously defending a friend who’d
been threatened.

“When you’re a friend you have a duty to that person,”
he says. “People said, ‘Why didn’t you leave [the club]?’
How could I leave when my friend, who I lived with at the
time, was in danger?”

Combs declined to comment on Shyne’s point of view,
but he told Vibe magazine he felt his former protege was

scapegoating him for his unfavorable verdict.
Shyne feels he gained street cred for “not

getting on the stand and selling anyone out.”
He believes that’s part of why so many rap-

pers have given him encouraging
“shout-outs” on their records over the last
few years, including Kanye West, Fat Joe

and Nas. While many rappers who go to
prison fade from view, Shyne’s reputa-

tion has only grown. He says many major la-
bels tried to sign him several years ago, but
he only began entertaining offers in late
2003.

Before that, Shyne says he was working
on his appeal — and on getting past his vitri-
ol.

“If I held the anger, it would have stunted
me,” he says. “Looking at everyone around

me here, [you see] some really young guys
doing life who never got to live. Thinking

about all I’ve gotten to do and all the
women I’ve bedded, it was hard for

me to stay bitter.”

Yet another premiere for Smith

As long as the crowds keep coming, Will Smith will be
ready to walk down the red carpet to promote his latest

movie.
Two months after “I, Robot,” his

new summer hit, opened in theaters
across the United States, he was in
Tokyo for yet another gala premiere.

“When people are enjoying the
movie, you don’t ever want to stop
doing premieres,” the actor-rapper
said in an interview.

“You want to be going to different
cities and countries and continents
all over the globe. We have another
one in South Africa.”

In “I, Robot,” Smith plays a detec-
tive in 2035 who suspects a robot has

murdered the reclusive scientist responsible for techno-
logical innovations that have populated the world with
machine servants vaguely resembling humans.

Smith said his next movie, a romantic comedy tentative-
ly titled “Hitch,” is due out in February. He’s also plan-
ning to release a new album worldwide in January.

Cruising through Croatia

Some visitors to the ancient Croatian city of Dubrovnik
got an unexpected souvenir: a photo with Tom Cruise,
who came for a brief visit after promoting his new movie,
“Collateral,” at the Venice Film Festival.

Cruise told reporters he was “fascinated” with Du-
brovnik, a picturesque southern coastal city whose an-
cient walls, fortresses and churches have attracted tour-
ists for decades.

“I’ll certainly be back,” he was quoted as saying in
daily newspapers on Tuesday.

The 42-year-old actor toured the city and the nearby
wooded island of Mljet almost unnoticed. When reporters
spotted him sitting by the monument of Dubrovnik’s fa-
mous poet, Ivan Gundulic, he briefly spoke to them,
signed autographs and posed for a few photos.

Madonna tells fans to ‘Imagine’

Madonna drew massive applause from a sold-out
crowd at Paris’ Bercy stadium when
she dedicated a cover version of
John Lennon’s peace ode “Imagine”
to the Russian hostage crisis.

Addressing the audience midway
through her Sunday-night show, Ma-
donna spoke briefly about the hos-
tage-taking at a school in the south-
ern city of Beslan that left at least
330 dead. Officials have blamed the
deadly attack on Chechens and other
Islamic militants.

As video images of war and chil-
dren were broadcast behind her on
giant screens, the 46-year-old pop
diva urged fans to think about what happened in Russia
and about Lennon’s lyrics.

Sad songs and upbeat sad songs

songs.

About half of the 12 tracks on his new album, “What I
Do,” deal with lost love or loneliness.

“It just happened that way,” said Jackson, who speaks
in the same lazy drawl that he sings in. “It wasn’t any-
thing planned. Even some of the lighter songs are about
that same subject. But that’s always been my favorite

kind of song anyway.”
“What I Do” is Jackson’s 14th

album and follows the triple plati-
num “Greatest Hits Volume II” col-
lection.

Long after most of his contempo-
raries have faded, he remains one of
Nashville’s biggest stars. He
snagged a leading seven awards
nominations last month from the
Country Music Association, includ-
ing one for entertainer of the year.

The new album, on which Jackson
wrote five of the 12 tracks, is often
melancholy. He sings about a failing

relationship in “You Don’t Have to Paint Me a Picture,”
learning to love again in “There You Go” and the pain of
losing a loved one in “Strong Enough.”

Jackson is heartbroken, but still funny, on “If French
Fries Were Fat Free,” singing in the chorus, “If french
fries were fat free and you still loved me/ What a wonder-
ful world this would be.”

A highly charged night out
On Dec. 27, 1999, Sean “Puffy” Combs,

Dump DCUs for civilians

Two recent letters — “How civilians ap-
pear to others” (Sept. 3) and “Civilians in
uniform” (Sept. 7) — have complained
about civilians wearing desert camouflage
uniforms. They say some civilians’ person-
al grooming standards, hygiene, and/or
uniform appearance reflect negatively on
all Americans in theater, both civilian and
miltary.

Having been deployed to both Opera-
tion Enduring Freedom and Operation
Iraqi Freedom, I cannot disagree with the
observations that the standards and ap-
pearance of some civilians do not match
those of military personnel. But I have
also observed significant variations in the
appearance of military members, ranging
from good to bad. For most individuals,
there are probably valid reasons why at a
particular time and place they look less
than the poster image of a military person
in DCUs. And for some, a small minority I
offer, they will always be below standards.

Maybe the time has come to review the
reasons for having civilians wear desert
camouflage or battle dress uniforms in the-
ater. If those reasons are no longer valid or
not significantly important to offset any
negative view of the U.S. military in the
OEF/OIF theaters, the time has come to
change or do away with the regulation that
requires civilians to wear the DCU/BDU.
While a deployed civilian, wearing the
DCU was not my choice or preference.

AAFES and pennies

I am a civilian contractor working in
Iraq, who like many others must shop at
Army and Air Force Exchange Service
stores for items I need. I have been to sev-
eral AAFES stores in Kuwait and Iraq,
and have noticed that AAFES is literally
taking money straight out of our pockets.

I am referring to the cardboard money
it gives its customers. On several occa-
sions, I have given cash and received
these tokens as change. They do this so
you will have to either go back to an
AAFES store or an AAFES affiliate, such
as Burger King or Pizza Hut, to spend it.
When I brought it to the attention of the
AAFES manager at the site, I was told,
Congress approved it so you either accept
it or don’t shop here.

Furthermore, at Camp Victory, I recent-
ly purchased supplies and paid in cash. I
was supposed to receive $53.38 in change,
but was given $53.35. I asked for the other
three cents and was told, “We don’t have
any pennies.” I know you’re saying, “It’s
only three cents,” but they do this to al-
most every person owed change.

Look at it this way. If each person is
owed 38 cents and they only give you 35,
AAFES has gained three cents. If that hap-
pens to 300 people, AAFES has made $9
that day. Multiply that by 30 days and you
get $27 for the month. Multiply that by 12
months and you get $3,240 for the year.
This appears to me like AAFES is stealing.

Do we pursue with legal action, or do we
just let it go? If we let it go, AAFES will con-
tinue to take advantage of its customers
and, in the long run, run it customers off.

T
he attacks on John Kerry by Swift
Boat Veterans for Truth have
struck a raw nerve in many Ameri-
cans, particularly among veterans

of the Vietnam War. To be sure, if John
Kerry lied about his wounds or lacked cour-
age under fire it would be a legitimate issue
in the campaign. But the central charges
have largely been discredited by the Navy’s
records and by serious reporting in the main-
stream media.

It is regrettable that this criticism per-
sists. But it is even more regrettable that it
has focused the nation on events of long ago
rather than how the candidates would han-
dle the future, particularly the war against
terrorism. Kerry has called on President
Bush to repudiate these ads. He should.

But Kerry, who first criticized the Viet-
nam War in 1971, should also ask a more rel-
evant question. What was the view of Air
Force National Guard Lt. George W. Bush
on the Vietnam War in 1971? Did he, like
Navy Lt. John F. Kerry, realize it was a folly?
Did he have the wisdom and foresight to un-
derstand that the United States had gotten it-
self in a terrible quagmire and lacked the for-
titude and leadership to get out without fur-
ther useless loss of life? What is the record of
the young George Bush’s view of Vietnam?

We got into Vietnam for reasons that were
thought to be both strategic and noble. But it
didn’t take long to recognize the terrible mis-
judgments we had made. Former Defense
Secretary Robert S. McNamara has recently
written that “we could have ended the war
as early as 1962, and not later than 1967,
without any significant loss in our strategic
position.” A young Kerry recognized that in
1971. Did a young Bush?

It was the rigid thoughtlessness of the
Johnson and Nixon administrations that
kept us in Vietnam and kept us from finding
a way out. The rigid thoughtlessness of the
Bush administration risks a similar tragedy
in Iraq. We have gotten rid of Saddam Hus-
sein, a great achievement. But we did not
find weapons of mass destruction, and we
have generated a deep and pervasive hatred
of the United States that will take genera-
tions to overcome. That makes us less safe,
not more. Kerry recognizes that. Does Bush?

It is understandable that veterans of the
Vietnam War are angry at people who criti-
cized the war. After all, they lost best friends
and cannot accept the idea that their deaths
may have been in vain. I was angered at the
time by Kerry’s allegations of widespread
war crimes by American forces, remarks
the senator has recently acknowledged were
“over the top.” But the returning veterans
who spoke out against the war were not, for
the most part, criticizing their fellow sol-
diers. They were … raising their voices to
point out the madness of our policy. It takes
a special courage to speak out against a
cause for which you were once prepared to
die — a cause that, as a combat leader, you
asked others to be prepared to die for. Kerry
has that kind of courage. Does Bush?

I did not serve in Vietnam, but hardly a
day passes when I don’t think about my 33
West Point classmates killed there. One
classmate, Wes Clark, used his Vietnam ex-
periences to shape his thinking and a career
that culminated when, as supreme allied
commander in Europe, he led NATO forces
to victory in the Balkan war. Clark learned
the right lessons of Vietnam. Has Bush?

A true test of any president should be
whether he can recognize a failing policy
and has the moral courage to change course.

Bush has not demonstrated that he under-
stands the magnitude of the errors he made
in getting us into Iraq. Even some leading
Republicans have said the war was a mis-
take. Does Bush recognize that?

The debates of 1971 have echoes in our
current one. We have gotten deeply involved
in a region that we do not understand, and
we have unleashed forces we cannot control.
We must have a president who can recog-
nize our strengths and our shortcomings,
who will ask hard questions and who will
challenge advice, even intelligence informa-
tion that is presented to him.

In 1971 Kerry recognized that we needed
to change our policy. In 2004 he recognizes

the need to change our policy. That is the
issue. Who is better equipped to lead us:
Bush, who rigidly insists that he is right, or
Kerry, who has charted a new direction?

In his powerful farewell to the Corps of Ca-
dets at West Point in May 1962, Gen. Dou-
glas MacArthur said, “The soldier above all
other people prays for peace, for he must suf-
fer and bear the deepest wounds and scars
of war.”

Those wounds and scars can teach a lot.
We must learn from them, and we should
elect a president who has also learned from
them.

fter locking up the Democratic
nomination in the primaries in the
spring, John Kerry took a snow-
boarding vacation in Idaho. In a

run down the mountain, he fell. A reporter
joshed him about it. “I
don’t fall,” Kerry
snapped. Pointing to a
Secret Service agent
nearby, Kerry said:
“That [expletive delet-
ed] knocked me down.”

“Sen. John Kerry is
angry at the way his
campaign has botched
the attacks from the
Swift boat veterans and
has ordered a staff
shake up that will put
former Clinton aides in

top positions,” reported the New York Daily
News.

The advice Kerry’s senior aides gave him
was that he should leave response to the
Swifties to surrogates, because Kerry’s
friends in the major media would do their
best to bury the story.

This didn’t work, because the story the
Swifties wanted to tell got out anyway,
through talk radio and dozens of Web logs.
But it was good advice. The Swifties didn’t
really take off in terms of public conscious-
ness until after Kerry went postal on them.

Kerry is taking aboard former Clinton
aides Joe Lockhart and Joel Johnson, ex-
perts at maligning the women who said Bill
Clinton had forced his attentions on them.
But efforts to mau-mau the Swifties just
keeps the Swifties in the news.

Some Democrats have urged that Kerry
assault (again) Bush’s service in the Texas
Air National Guard. But this wouldn’t an-
swer questions about Kerry’s service, and

most Americans are more interested in fight-
ing the war on terror than in refighting a
war that ended badly three decades ago.

In spring 2003, when I thought Kerry was
the hero he claimed to be, I still thought he
was likely to be the weakest of the Democrat-
ic candidates in a general election, because
he is a poor campaigner, and because his
record after three terms in the Senate was
both lackluster and decidedly left of center,
especially on national security issues.

Kerry was using his war service as insula-
tion against attacks on his voting record.
(How dare you criticize my votes on de-
fense. I served in Vietnam! How dare you
bring up my flip-flops on Iraq. I served in
Vietnam!) But thanks to the Swifties, that in-
sulation has been stripped away.

No senator has been elected president
since John F. Kennedy in 1960. This is in

large part because there are all those votes
in the Congressional Record for opposition
researchers to sift through.

GOP consultant Rich Galen thinks there is
another reason. Senators have small staffs
and no real responsibilities. They do not
know how to manage and to delegate. Galen
thinks Kerry’s already-top-heavy staff will
become more so with the addition of the Clin-
ton people, making decision-making even
more sluggish and chaotic. …

There is also the question of loyalty. Sen.
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s best shot at being
president would come in 2008, at the end of
a second Bush term. No staff shake-up can
cure the fundamental problem, which is
Kerry himself.

His aides could not have known whether,
or how much, Kerry had embellished his
Vietnam service, and it was he more than

they who chose to make his 4½ months in
Vietnam 35 years ago the central rationale
for his candidacy for president.

Kerry had to know that he had mightily
peeved his shipmates when, in 1971, he ac-
cused Vietnam veterans of routinely commit-
ting war crimes. It’s astounding that he gave
no thought earlier to damage control.

The Swifties have said they will fold their
tent if he apologizes, and authorizes release
of all of his military records. Kerry had an
opportunity to do this at the American Le-
gion convention Sept. 1. But he let the oppor-
tunity go by. John Kerry never falls. Every-
thing is always someone else’s fault.

I feel like this is all
my fault. If I don’t say

from the stress. And what if my
friends come over? Please help
me — this is so important.

Dear Desperate: You are not

“stupid”; you are a very bright
young lady. None of this is your
fault. You and your sister are the

victims in this nasty business.
What I want you to do will take

courage, but please do it anyway.
If you follow my advice, people
will have to believe you. Buy a
disposable flash camera. Use it
to take pictures of the gap in the
floor of your bathroom. Then
take it into the basement and
photograph the camera and the
cable. When the pictures are
developed, make sure to get
several sets of prints. Mail one
set to your father. Show one set
to your mother, and tell her what
you have told me.

If she does not protect you
immediately, give the third set to
a trusted teacher at your school.

Your stepfather is sick and
does not belong in a house with
young women. Ideally, the police
should be notified.

NEW YORK — Andy Roddick has yet to
face a challenge in his U.S. Open title de-
fense.

He beat No. 18 Tommy Robredo of Spain
6-3, 6-2, 6-4 Tuesday night to move into the
quarterfinals without having lost a set.

Roddick saved both break points he
faced against Robredo, and he’s been bro-
ken only once through 50 service games
over his four matches.

“I played solid. I’m serving well. I’m
breaking well,” said Roddick, who had 11
aces to raise his tournament total to 53.

Roddick’s next opponent is the leader in
that category: No. 28 Joachim Johansson,
who has 79 aces after beating Michael Llo-
dra 6-2, 6-3, 6-2.

The other quarterfinal on that side of the
draw Thursday will be 2001 Open champi-
on Lleyton Hewitt against unseeded
Tommy Haas.

Hewitt defeated Karol Beck 6-4, 6-2, 6-2
for his 14th consecutive win, and Haas
eliminated 18-year-old Tomas Berdych 7-6
(6), 6-1, 7-5, erasing three set points in the
tiebreaker.

“I’m playing pretty solid tennis, day in,
day out,” said Hewitt, who like Roddick
has yet to drop a set.

On Wednesday, two-time Open winner
Andre Agassi faces No. 1 Roger Federer,
and No. 5 Tim Henman plays No. 22 Do-
minik Hrbaty.

Roddick had lost 51 games by the time
he got to the quarterfinals in 2003 en route
to his first Grand Slam title. This year, that
count is only 27.

“Last year was last year. I’d rather look
forward,” he said.

“I’ve looked back for an entire year
when thinking about this tournament so I
choose to look ahead now.”

On Thursday, steady rain delayed the
start of action. The first stretch of bad
weather during this year’s tournament was
expected to continue into the evening. That
raised the possibility of a total washout, in-
cluding the much-anticipated quarterfinal
between Andre Agassi and Roger Federer.

All of the day’s scheduled junior match-
es were moved to an indoor facility in Port
Chester, N.Y.

The league said it also “reminded the
technical advisers to be mindful of game in-
terruptions associated with video reviews.
Good judgment entails protecting the flow
of the game against unnecessary interrup-
tions unless it appears that an officiating
call may be in error, and that the call has a
discernible competitive impact on the
game.”

The Big Ten is the first conference to use
instant replay to review officials’ calls. The

NCAA authorized the conference to use
video replay to correct officiating mistakes
on a one-year trial basis.

Iranian Judo champ rewarded
for failing to compete against Israeli

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran has paid a judo
champion who avoided an Olympic match
against an Israeli the same $125,000 prize
money it awarded its gold medal winners,
the official Islamic Republic News Agency
said Wednesday.

Though Arash Miresmaeli “did not get a
gold medal, he earned eternal honor by his
refusal,” Mahmood Ahmadi Nejad, Te-
hran’s conservative mayor, said, according
to IRNA.

Miresmaeli had reportedly said that he
would not meet Ehud Vaks in Athens as a
gesture of sympathy with the Palestinian
people. On the day of the bout, Mires-
maeili, a favorite in the under-66 kilogram
class, was declared overweight and disqual-
ified.

Cheated: Capriati takes advantage

If Brian Ching keeps scoring a goal a
game for the U.S. national team, in a few
years his nickname could be “Hawaii
Five-O” — as in 50 international goals.

That pace isn’t likely to happen — Eric
Wynalda holds the American record of 34.
But just two years after he was waived by
the Los Angeles Galaxy and spent a sum-
mer playing minor league ball, Ching has
become the Americans’ key scorer in the
semifinals of qualifying for the 2006 World
Cup. His 89th-minute goal on Aug. 18 gave
the United States a 1-1 tie at Jamaica, and
his fifth-minute goal Saturday sent the
Americans on to a 2-0 victory over El Salva-
dor.

“I don’t want to get too big of a head. I
still know who I am,” said the 26-year-old
forward, the first Hawaiian on the U.S.

national team. “Right now, I’m just con-
centrating on taking care of my body and
just scoring goals.”

Such is the increased depth of the Ameri-
can talent pool that Ching might not start
Wednesday night, when the United States
plays at Panama in the third game of the
six-game semifinal round. U.S. coach
Bruce Arena, who fielded a young lineup
at home Saturday, is likely to use more vet-
erans for the road game at Panama City.

Ching didn’t make his national team
debut until May 2003 against Wales, and
Saturday’s game was his first start and
fourth appearance. Playing for San Jose,
he’s tied for the Major League Soccer lead
with 11 goals this season.

“We’ve been fortunate to see him for two
years in San Jose, now he’s making the
most of it,” said Landon Donovan, his team-
mate on the Earthquakes and the national
team. “He’s just a classic good forward
that you want to have on your team. He

makes the right runs, he holds the ball, he’s
strong, he’s a great finisher, he works hard
defensively. He doesn’t have many faults.”

After scoring 34 goals at Gonzaga and
playing for the Spokane Shadow of the Unit-
ed Soccer Leagues Premier League, Ching
was drafted by the Galaxy in February
2001. He spent nearly the entire season as
a sub, was cut the following February and
played for the Seattle Sounders of the
A-League in 2002, scoring 16 goals.

Signed by the Earthquakes, he scored
against Colorado just 53 seconds into his
first MLS game with his new team. He fin-
ished with six league goals, yet was so far
down the pecking order he wasn’t even in-
cluded in the national team’s 2004 media
guide.

His play with San Jose caught the atten-
tion of U.S. coach Bruce Arena.

“He’s demonstrated in the league that
he’s about the best goal scorer in MLS, he
and [Carlos] Ruiz,” Arena said.

When Ching returned home from Jamai-
ca, he received about 20 telephone calls of
congratulations. As he says, far more peo-
ple follow the national team than the Earth-
quakes. The game in Kingston awakened
him to what international soccer is like.

“The atmosphere there was different
from the atmosphere I’m used to with MLS
teams,” he said. “The seating was almost
full before the warmup. The speakers were
going, chanting and yelling.”

And in Kingston, a running track separat-
ed the U.S. bench from the stands. When
the Americans play in Costa Rica and
other Central American venues, the fans
often are within object-throwing distance.

His contract with MLS runs through the
2006 season. If he keeps scoring, European
clubs will come courting. In soccer, goals
get attention, and he keeps getting them.

“I want to make a name for myself here
if I can. Then we’ll weigh the options,” he
said. “I don’t want to think that far ahead.”

In the last set against Williams, Capriati
thought about that near-miss.

“There were actually a couple times
there where that went through my mind. I
was like, ’I’m not going to let this happen
again,”’ she said. “I think it was a good
thing to think about it.”

Capriati has won three Grand Slam
events and Williams has taken six. For the
first time since 1998, Venus and Serena
will finish the season without a single
major title between them.

“You get second chance after chance
after chance,” Capriati said. “I don’t care
what the tennis looks like, as long as it’s
gutsy.”

Ching becoming key cog
for U.S. soccer offense

ST. PAUL, Minn. — The United
States hit its stride just in time to
avoid elimination from the World
Cup of Hockey.

Facing the same Russian team
that dominated them five nights
earlier, the Americans got four
goals and an assist from Keith
Tkachuk in a 5-3 quarterfinal vic-
tory Tuesday night. Mike Modano
assisted on all of Tkachuk’s goals,
and the line of Tkachuk, Modano
and Bill Guerin had 11 points.

“We went through a lull last
week,” Tkachuk said. “We were
tired, and when you’re tired you
cut corners. But these are elimina-
tion games.”

The United States will play Fin-
land or the Czech Republic — a
6-1 winner over Sweden on Tues-
day night in Stockholm — in the
semifinals Friday night in St.
Paul. In the final quarterfinal,
Canada will face Slovakia in Tor-
onto on Wednesday night.

With many of the same veter-
ans who played on the 1996
World Cup championship squad,
the United States looked slow last
week in losses to Canada and Rus-
sia.

“They played with some disci-
pline tonight,” U.S. coach Ron
Wilson said.

For the second straight game,
Wilson scratched Brett Hull,
Craig Conroy, Brian Rolston and
Eric Weinrich. The quicker line-
up helped beat Slovakia last week
for the United States’ lone win in
round-robin play, and Wilson
didn’t want a repeat of his team’s

lackluster play in its 3-1 loss to
Russia.

Last week, the Russians started
off fast against the sluggish Amer-
icans. On Tuesday, the United
States was more aggressive at
both ends of the ice.

“We didn’t put out best foot for-
ward last week,” Wilson said.
“But today, we were a little more
prepared.”

In the rematch, Russia made
costly turnovers that the sudden-
ly opportunistic Americans
jumped on.

“The biggest mistake we made
is we’re not playing practical
hockey like the U.S. and Canada
play,” Russia’s Oleg Tverdovsky
said. “That’s why they’re beating
the European teams.”

After Russia tied it at 2 just 36
seconds into the third period, Tka-
chuk had a chance to score again
after Russia’s Dmitry Kalinin
turned the puck over in the neu-
tral zone. The American’s shot de-
flected off a defender’s stick, but
Scott Gomez was there to punch a
shot past goalie Ilya Bryzgalov at
4:25.

Just 22 seconds later, Guerin
made a nice pass from the left cir-
cle to a cutting Tkachuk, who
scored his fourth goal of the tour-
nament to give the United States
a 4-2 lead.

“That’s where experience
comes into play,” Tkachuk said.
“If you are a younger team, you
get flustered and down on the
bench.”

Russia pulled to 4-3 with 8:56 to
play when Ilya Kovalchuk’s slap
shot from the left circle beat Rob-
ert Esche during a four-minute
power play. Russia couldn’t con-
vert on the second half of the ad-
vantage, created when Brian
Leetch cut Dainius Zubrus in the
face with a high stick.

The Americans played tight de-
fense the rest of the way and Tka-
chuk added an empty- netter with
54.7 seconds to play to seal the vic-
tory. Canada’s Mario Lemieux
also scored four goals in a game
during the 1987 Canada Cup, the
tournament that predated the
World Cup.

“I’ve had four goals at some
point in my NHL career, but to-
night was special,” the
32-year-old Tkachuk said.

Team USA led 2-0 in the sec-
ond after Tkachuk’s second goal,
but Dmitry Afanasenkov jolted
the Russians back to life when he
beat Esche with a low shot at
7:14.

Russia tied it 36 seconds into
the third period after a U.S.

turnover in the neutral zone.
On a three-on-one break, Zubrus
dropped a nice pass to Alexei
Yashin. Yashin immediately
zipped the puck back to Zubrus,
who beat Esche to make it 2-all.

“I thought it was a pretty even
game,” Russia forward Alex Kov-
alev said. “I thought we had a
chance to win this game, and they
used our turnovers and they
scored on us.”

Czech Republic 6, Sweden 1:
At Stockholm, Sweden, Milan He-
jduk scored two goals, and Tomas
Vokoun made 17 saves for the
Czech Republic. Martin Straka,
Martin Havlat, Marek Zidlicky
and Radek Dvorak also scored for
the Czechs.

CORVALLIS, Ore. — Oregon
State kicker Alexis Serna didn’t
hide in embarrassment Tuesday
over his three missed extra points
against LSU. Instead, he was
back at work.

Serna smiled as he dutifully
met with reporters, all eager to
know how the redshirt freshman
was handling his very public fail-
ure.

“Life goes on,” he shrugged.
Serna said his family, team and

even former Oregon State kicker
Kirk Yliniemi helped him get
over the trauma, especially the
final missed extra point that gave
LSU a fortunate 22-21 victory in
overtime Saturday night.

The game had the makings of a
stunning upset for the Beavers,
who had jumped out in front of
the defending BCS champions.

OSU held the lead until the wan-
ing minutes of the game, when
the Tigers tied it at 15, forcing
overtime.

Oregon State quarterback
Derek Anderson answered an
LSU score with a 19-yard touch-
down pass to Joe Newton, making
it 22-21. But when Beavers coach

Mike Riley was trying to call a
timeout so he could consider a
two-point conversion, Serna
pushed his PAT wide right.

Serna’s grief was broadcast na-
tionally on ESPN. He jumped up
and down in disbelief, screaming
in agony, before falling to the
field.

He doesn’t remember much of
it.

“I was just really in shock,” he
said.

Riley said Tuesday that he was
impressed with how Serna was
handling the adversity.

“From the minute I met him a
year ago when he walked on here,
when he went out and went to
work, I thought, ‘This kid’s got
some stuff to him.’ He’ll battle
back for it,” he said.

That said, the competition at
kicker was renewed between

Serna and John Dailey. The two
had battled for the starters’ job
during fall practices.

“I don’t know if ‘re-opened’ is
the right word, but we have had
competition right up to a couple
days before the game last week
for that spot and kind of left it
open. So we’ll continue the compe-
tition and make another deci-
sion,” Riley said. “Now, the deci-
sion might be the same one we
made before, but we’ll make that
later in the week.”

Serna said he visited on Mon-
day with Yliniemi, who did not
miss three PATs over his entire
career with the Beavers.

Yliniemi, who signed a
free-agent contract with the San
Francisco 49ers but was released
this weekend, told Serna one of
the biggest sayings in the NFL
training camp was: “Kickers
have to have short-term memo-
ries.”

The talk gave him new resolve.
“I want to get back on the field

and play again,” he said.
But even three days later the

game-ending scene is still being
played on television — both local-
ly and nationally.

Has he seen the replay?
“Not really,” he said. “I keep

ALAMEDA, Calif. — When
Jerry Porter joined the Oakland
Raiders, the team had Tim Brown
and Andre Rison. Later, Jerry
Rice came aboard.

Porter patiently waited for his
chance, a difficult task for a confi-
dent and sometimes brash receiv-
er well aware of his big potential.

Still, he decided to learn all he
could from the greats in front of
him, knowing that many never
get the chance to play alongside
one, not to mention two, of the
best ever at their position.

“Did I have a choice?” said Por-
ter, Oakland’s second-round draft
pick in 2000 out of West Virginia.
“You control what you can con-
trol. When I came in, I think Tim
Brown was in his 14th year,
Andre Rison was like in his 13th,
and the next year they bring in
Jerry Rice, and he was like in his
16th year. It was always said,
‘They can’t play forever.’ Now’s
my time.”

Porter is the Raiders’ new No. 1
option at wideout.

The opportunity actually came
sooner than the 26-year-old Por-
ter expected. The Raiders re-
leased Brown, the franchise’s
longest-tenured member, during
training camp when he wouldn’t
accept a drastically reduced role.

Brown quickly landed with
former Raiders coach Jon
Gruden and ex-Oakland general
manager Bruce Allen in Tampa
Bay, and Porter embraced his up-
graded role.

“Tim was still here, Jerry was
still here. I didn’t expect to be
starting this year,” Porter said. “I
really didn’t think they could do
it. Tim Brown is Mr. Raider. He’s
a lifer.”

Porter still talks to Brown a cou-
ple days a week, either by cell
phone or via text message.

Porter is 6 feet 2 and 220
pounds, and possesses the kind of
athleticism that makes him a via-
ble deep-threat option — just the
kind of receiver owner Al Davis
loves.

In college, Porter was a free
safety, filled in as an emergency
quarterback, and played flanker.
He even returned kicks. He also
was a sprinter for the West Virgin-
ia track team.

“Jerry Porter is a talented guy,
a guy that has played,” Brown
said. “The only question about
him in my mind is can he play
every down? He hasn’t played the
whole game as a starter before, so
can he play the amount of plays
that he’s going to have to play?

“Physically and talentwise,
he’s obviously as good as they
come. He can be one of the best in
the league if he dedicates himself

to the game and does the things
that he’s capable of doing.”

Porter is finally healthy, which
could be a major factor in his du-
rability.

His painful stomach limited his
every move last season. It was
worse than most people knew, in
part because he forced himself to
play through it whenever possi-
ble.

He underwent what the team
called multiple hernia surgery
last Sept. 12, and he believes he
was rushed back — partly by his
own doing.

“I put the blame on 50-50 me
and the organization,” he said.

Porter played at about 50 per-
cent all season, aggravating the
problem and needing another pro-
cedure in January, essentially to
repair the wall of his lower abdo-
men area. It turned out not to be a
hernia.

Porter appeared in nine games
with one start, finishing with 28
catches for 361 yards and one
touchdown.

“I think people knew that I was
hurt,” Porter said. “They just
didn’t know the severity of it. I
didn’t know the severity of it, but
I knew it was more than what was
being let on. I never felt 100 per-
cent at any point in time in the
preseason. It was tough. It was
tough to get out there and know
that a healthy me could dominate
the guy across from me, but I’m
playing in a shell of myself.”

The Raiders are eager to see
what he can do now as their top re-
ceiver. Porter will have quite the
supporting cast, too. Oakland
kept seven receivers and four
tight ends on its 53-man roster, in-
cluding the 41-year-old Rice.

That hasn’t affected Porter’s
lofty goals.

“I want 2,000 yards,” he said
with a smile. “I set my goals real-
ly high. If I don’t hit them at least
I aim pretty high.”

Alex Rodriguez and Hideki Matsui each
hit two-run doubles, and Jon Lieber struck
out a season-high nine to lead the Yankees
past the slumping Tampa Bay Devil Rays
11-2 on Tuesday night.

New York’s new 1-2 punch sparked the
offense again. Leadoff hitter Derek Jeter
had three of the Yankees’ 16 hits, including

a two-run single. Rodriguez, moved up to
the No. 2 spot Monday for the first time
since 1999, had three RBIs for the second
consecutive game.

“I like it a lot,” manager Joe Torre said.
“It looks like Alex is relaxed there, very
comfortable, very aggressive.”

Gary Sheffield had four hits and Bernie
Williams homered for the Yankees, who
have three comeback wins in a row to
match their season high at 34 games over
.500. New York maintained its 2½ game
lead in the AL East over Boston.

Rocco Baldelli hit a two-run homer in
the first inning for Tampa Bay, which lost
its ninth straight — its longest skid since
also dropping nine in a row from April 25
to May 10, 2002.

“We need to get one, and we need to get
one soon,” Baldelli said.

Every Yankees starter scored. Shef-
field’s fourth hit in the seventh inning
prompted chants of “MVP! MVP!”

“Just from a mental standpoint, maybe
it’s something fresh, a change,” Matsui
said through a translator. “I still take the

same approach.”
The Yankees were sharp in almost every

facet despite a daylong wait Monday for an
afternoon doubleheader that got turned
into a single night game. Hurricane
Frances caused the Devil Rays to arrive
three hours after the scheduled start — but
the Yankees were annoyed at the commis-
sioner’s office for the way everything was
handled.

The postponed game will be made up
Wednesday as part of a doubleheader, be-
ginning at 4:05 p.m.

Juggled Yankees lineup pounds out 16 hits to stomp Rays
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N
ow that the Devil Rays
have quit lollygagging,
the Yankees’ hissy fit is
behind them and the

game in question is back on the
schedule, it’s time to address the
last bit of business left over from
Major League Baseball’s version
of “Travelgate.”

Namely, Bud Selig’s bonus.

Yeah, you read that right. The
commissioner deserves a little
something extra in his pay enve-
lope this week for keeping his hat
on while all those around him
were talking through theirs.

Granted, Selig didn’t have to
channel King Solomon to come
up with a solution. The facts
begged for a common-sense deci-
sion, and all the commissioner
did was draw one up. He ordered
Monday’s postponed game to be
made up as part of a doublehead-
er Wednesday.

That doesn’t appear to be a
tough decision — until you consid-
er that Selig made it despite hav-
ing Yankee boss George Stein-
brenner pressing down on his
shoulder blades and screaming
into both ears about fair play.

Some background: The Devil
Rays arrived in New York a
half-day too late to play the first
game of Monday’s scheduled dou-
bleheader. They said they were
stuck in Tampa Bay that morning

because of
travel restric-
tions, and
didn’t leave
earlier be-
cause they
had to stay
home and look
after their
families as
Hurricane
Francis bore
down on the
area.

The Yankees sneered back that
the Devil Rays should have left
earlier, all but suggesting they
would have if Tampa Bay owner
Vince Naimoli, a notorious cheap-
skate, had been willing to pick up
the tab for a charter flight and a
few extra nights in a pricey Man-
hattan hotel. Instead, the Yankees
spent most of Monday sitting
around waiting, while their fans
wandered the stands consuming
free food.

Naturally, Steinbrenner want-
ed someone to pay — not neces-
sarily for the $180 million in sala-
ry sitting idle in his clubhouse,
but likely for the 25,836 hot dogs
and 25,296 sodas his concession-
aires had to give away. And this
was The Boss’ idea of compas-
sion: enforce the letter of the
game’s law; make Tampa Bay for-
feit the game.

If that seems desperate and

self-serving, well, that’s probably
because there’s no better words
to describe it. The Yankees have
been in a tailspin the last three
weeks, coughing up most of what
was a 10½-game lead over their
American League East rival and
mortal enemy, the Boston Red
Sox. The top of New York’s pitch-
ing rotation has been disastrous,
a fact punctuat-
ed when Kevin
Brown broke
his non-pitch-
ing hand punch-
ing a wall in
frustration Fri-
day night.
Given that situ-
ation, think a
win without
breaking a
sweat sounded
too good to be
true? The Red
Sox and just
about everybody else with a pass-
ing interest in baseball did. At
least this once, Selig went along.

“As the commissioner made
clear,” MLB’s chief operating of-
ficer, Bob DuPuy, said in a state-
ment Tuesday, “it is critical that
the outcome of the pennant races
be determined on the field.”

In that sense, the Devil Rays
could hardly be more gracious
guests. They stepped off the
plane an hour before Monday’s 7

p.m. first pitch and sleepwalked
their way to a 7-4 loss. Without jet
lag as an excuse — and Tampa
Bay is so bad, alibis are usually su-
perfluous — they went down 11-2
Tuesday night.

About the only thing the Devil
Rays have done to anger their
hosts so far is insist they did the
right thing by staying away in the

first place.
“You take

care of family
first and you
do your job sec-
ond. I think
that’s the Amer-
ican principle,
and if it’s not,
then it should
be,” Tampa
Bay manager
Lou Piniella
said. “Did we
do anything
wrong? I don’t

think so.”

Grudgingly, the Yankees ap-
pear to have arrived at the same
conclusion. After the makeup
game was announced, New York
General Manager Brian Cash-
man said the Yankees beef was
with the commissioner’s office,
not the Devil Rays.

He said the Yankees faced a
similar situation last season, and
were forced to play in Baltimore
even as a hurricane approached.

Cashman also denied his team
even asked for the forfeit by
Tampa Bay, only that the game
be put off until the end of the sea-
son so baseball could investigate
whether the Devil Rays made
every effort to get to New York in
time.

What could be more compas-
sionate than that?

“I just want the truth,” Stein-
brenner told The New York
Times. “If DuPuy and Selig are
lying, then they should be called
on it. We want the truth to be told
and then you’ll see how we’ve
been put upon.”

Added Cashman, “We don’t
want any freebies, we’re not look-
ing for freebies.”

What the Yankees GM didn’t
add, but could have, is that when-
ever the Devil Rays are involved,
asking for freebies is almost re-
dundant.

Their best chance to avoid drop-
ping both ends of the doublehead-
er to the Yankees might be the
rainstorms expected to pound
New York on Wednesday, which,
coincidentally, just happen to be
the remnants of Hurricane
Frances.

Selig deserves bonus after ‘Travelgate’

ANAHEIM, Calif. — While
the Red Sox and Yankees have
dominated the pennant-race head-
lines, the AL West is even closer,
with fast-closing Anaheim just
1½ games behind Oakland.

And with the Boston-New York
runner-up in position to take the
wild-card spot, the Angels and
Athletics are playing for a lot
more than their AL East counter-
parts.

On Tuesday night, Bartolo
Colon pitched seven strong in-
nings in Anaheim’s 5-2 victory
over Toronto, the Angels’ fourth
straight win. Oakland has lost
three in a row, including a 7-1
loss to visiting Boston on Tuesday
night.

Colon (14-11) limited Toronto
to six hits, with seven strikeouts
and two walks. He was 5-8 early
in July, but has rebounded to win
nine of his last 12 decisions.

“Bart had good life on the ball,
mixed in a few offspeed pitches,
but mostly spotted his fastball on
both sides of the plate,” Anaheim
manager Mike Scioscia said.
“He’s a horse. He can pitch deep
into games.”

Chone Figgins and Garret
Anderson homered off David
Bush (3-4) to help Anaheim win
for the 16th time in 21 games. Fig-
gins’ two-run shot in the fifth
made it 4-0.

Figgins said that, while the An-
gels need to concentrate on what
they’re doing, they couldn’t help

but note that the Athletics had
lost.

“Boston’s kind of putting the
hurt on everybody,” he said.

The Red Sox swept the Angels
in a three-game series in Boston
last week, and have taken the first
two from the A’s on the road.

Red Sox 7, Athletics 1: Johnny
Damon hit a leadoff homer in his
return to the Red Sox’s lineup
after missing four games because
of a jammed little finger, and
Derek Lowe (14-10) won his fifth
straight decision for Boston,
which has won 13 of 14.

Damon, who played one season
for the A’s in 2001, lofted a 1-0
pitch off Mark Redman (10-11)
down the right-field line in the
first for his 15th homer of the
year.

“It’s that same feeling knowing
you’re the best team around,”
Damon said. “That year in Oak-
land, we should have won the
World Series. ... That’s the same
kind of feeling we have right
now.”

Twins 3, Orioles 1: Mike Cud-
dyer snapped a tie with a two-run
homer in the ninth, and visiting
Minnesota rallied to beat Balti-
more.

The Twins pulled even with a
run in the eighth, then took con-
trol in the ninth against Jorge
Julio (2-4).

J.C. Romero (7-1) pitched a
scoreless eighth for the Twins, ex-
tending his club-record run of
shutout innings to 34. Joe Nathan
worked the ninth for his 39th
save.

Royals 6, Tigers 2: Dee Brown
homered twice and drove in four
runs to lead visiting Kansas City.

Jimmy Serrano (1-1) picked up
his first major league victory with
three scoreless innings of relief,
helping the Royals win for just
the fifth time in 16 games.

Rangers 10, White Sox 3: At
Arlington, Texas, Kenny Rogers
allowed three runs over seven in-
nings, David Dellucci keyed a
seven-run second with a
three-run double and homestand-
ing Texas snapped Chicago’s
four-game winning streak.

Rogers (16-7) is one win shy of
matching the best season of his
16-year career — 17-7 for the
Rangers in 1995. He gave up
eight hits, struck out two and
didn’t walk a batter.

Derailed by wildness, injuries, Cardinals pitcher hadn’t played in majors since 2001 season

JUPITER, Fla. — Minor league
manager Luis Dorante was riding
out Hurricane Frances at the Flor-
ida Marlins’ spring training com-
plex when one of the light towers
blew down.

“It sounded like a bomb,”
Dorante said Tuesday.

Frances knocked over seven of
the eight towers at the complex
shared by the Marlins and St.
Louis Cardinals. One landed on
the Cardinals’ clubhouse, another
on the press
box. Damage
is estimated to
be at least $1
million.

Further
north, in Port St. Lucie, damage
to the New York Mets’ spring
training site was estimated to be
even higher — perhaps several
million dollars. Sky boxes were
destroyed, fences blown down
and locker rooms flooded.

Mets players Kaz Matsui and
Scott Strickland, both on rehabili-
tation assignments, were among
about 30 people taking refuge at
the complex over the weekend.

“We had 110-mph winds for
five or six hours,” Strickland said.

“It was frightening.”
Boredom was a problem too,

Strickland said, since the group
was without power from Friday
night on.

“There was nothing to do,” he
said. “There are only so many
times you can play cards.”

Dorante, who manages the Mar-
lins’ Class A affiliate in Jupiter,
took shelter at the team complex
with about 40 other people, most-
ly organizational employees and
their families. He was there from
Friday to Monday, and the group
went without power beginning
late Saturday.

“It was the scariest thing,” he
said. “The wind was the worst.”

Cubs-Marlins to play two twice

CHICAGO — The Chicago
Cubs and Florida Marlins will
play two doubleheaders to make
up the three-game series that was
wiped out last weekend in Miami
by Hurricane Frances.

One game has been resched-
uled as part of a doubleheader on
Friday at Wrigley Field.

The teams, who met in the NL
championship series last year
and are currently battling for the
wild card, will also play a double-
header at Pro Player Stadium on
Sept. 20, an off day for both
teams.

The rescheduling means the
Cubs will play 23 games in 21
days and won’t have a day off
after this Thursday.

The defending World Series
champion Marlins, meanwhile,
lose an important home game in
the pennant race and now play
three doubleheaders in a span of
11 days, including one with Mont-
real.

“I mean it’s difficult both ways.
They have it difficult, too,” Cubs
manager Dusty Baker said.

SAN DIEGO — Rick Ankiel
walked off the mound after throw-
ing a scoreless inning and was
met with a rousing reception of
high-fives and slaps on the back.

After more than three years
away, the St. Louis left-hander
made a successful return to the
big leagues.

Ankiel, whose once-promising
career was derailed by wild pitch-
es and elbow surgery, started the
bottom of the sixth by allowing a
single to Xavier Nady, then re-
tired the side.

“We’ve been waiting to see
him,” manager Tony La Russa

said. “We saw
him. He
thrilled us all
and he was
very good.”

Ankiel is
best known for throwing nine
wild pitches and walking 11 in
four innings in the 2000 playoffs.
He was demoted to the minors in
May 2001 and missed the entire
2002 season with a sprained
elbow. He had reconstructive
elbow surgery last year, and
some wondered if Ankiel would
ever be able to pitch his way back
to the majors.

Pinch-hitter Roger Cedeno hit
a go-ahead, two-run double in the
sixth and the Cardinals won for
the 10th time in 11 games. Jeff
Suppan (15-6) won his sixth
straight start and improved to 9-0
on the road.

The Cardinals returned to form
a night after having their
nine-game winning streak
snapped.

Suppan allowed two runs and
five hits in five innings, walked
five and struck out three. Jason Is-
ringhausen pitched the ninth for
his 40th save, tying Florida’s Ar-
mando Benitez for the NL lead.

Alves is not scheduled to officiate
another match during the 2004
U.S. Open.”

No one would say whether
Alves — seated on the opposite
side of the court from where Will-
iams’ ball landed — had been
flat-out fired. Either way, she’s
gone — too late to help Williams.

“I’d prefer she not umpire at
my court anymore,” Williams
said. “She’s obviously anti-Sere-
na.”

The eighth-seeded Capriati will
next play No. 6 Elena Demen-
tieva, who defeated No. 2 Amelie
Mauresmo 4-6, 6-4, 7-6 (1).

The men’s side did not produce
nearly as much drama.

Defending champion Andy Rod-
dick flattened No. 18 Tommy Ro-
bredo 6-3, 6-2, 6-4 to reach the
quarterfinals. Roddick moved on
to meet No. 28 Joachim Johans-
son, who beat Michael Llodra 6-2,
6-3, 6-2.

Also, 2001 Open champion Lley-
ton Hewitt beat Karol Beck 6-4,
6-2, 6-2 for his 14th consecutive
win, and Tommy Haas defeated
Tomas Berdych 7-6 (6), 6-1, 7-5.

Only last week, Capriati called
for tennis to try some sort of in-
stant replay.

“I don’t need to see the replay,”
Williams said. “I know my shots.
Not only was it in, it wasn’t even
near the line.”

“I’m very angry and bitter right
now. I felt cheated. Shall I go on? I
just feel robbed,” she said, manag-
ing to laugh. “At first, I thought it
was another Wimbledon conspira-
cy.”

Sister Venus lost in the second
round this summer at Wimbledon
after Karolina Sprem was mistak-
enly awarded an extra point in
the final-set tiebreaker. Venus
did not contest the call, and chair
umpire Ted Watts was tossed out
of the tournament.

Serena made a point to say she
does not argue calls. Only this
time, she did — for good reason, it
turned out.

Williams hit a backhand that
landed in along the side line, but
Alves took it away, and Capriati
went on to win the key first game.

TV replays showed the line
judge had called it correctly. But
as Williams headed back to the
baseline to serve, she heard Alves
announce: “Advantage, Capriati.”
